done by Strength, as could not be performed with 


out diabolical Aſſiſtance. He was accuſed for 


other ſuch like things, by thirty Perſons who teſti- 
. fied againſt him, nor were theſe thought to be half 
of what might have been brought againſt him. 
However they were thought ſufficient to convict 


him of Witchcraft, by the Judge who directed 


in that Caſe. | 
Ihe Court being ſenfible, that the Teſtimonies 

z of the Parties bewitched uſed to be eſteemed a 
Suſpicions or Preſumptions againſt one indicted 
For Witchcraft, the Teſtimonies of ſeveral Perſons 
were heard, who were notoriouſly bewitched, and 


-every Day tortured by inviſible Hands, and char- 


ging the Spectres or Apparitions of G.B. to be con- 
cerned in their Torments. At the Examination 
of this G. B. the Perſons betwitched were moſt 
grievouſly handled, with preternatural Effects 


Which could not be counterfeited, all aſcribing 


What happened to them to the Endeavours of 
G. B. to kill them. One of the bewitched Per. 
ſons upon Tryal confeſſed, That in all her Ago- 
nies, a little black haired Man came to her, fay- 
ing his Name was ZB. bidding her ſet her Hand 
to a Pook which he jſhewed her, and, boaſting 
that he was a Conjurer above the ordinary 
Rank of Witches. He often perſecuted her 
with the Offer of that Rook, ſaying, ſhe ſhould be 


well, and need fear no Body if ſhe would but ſign it; 
bur he often inflicted crue] Pains and Suffer- 
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ings upon her becauſe. ſhe refuſed it. 
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Wirren Air, 98. 
The Teſtimonies of the other Sufferers con» 
urred with this, and it was remarkable, that 
whereas biting was one of the Ways, which Witches 
ſed to torment the Sufferers; when they cried 
out of G. B. biting them, the print of Teeth 
would he ſeen on the Fleſh of the Complainers, 
ind juſt ſuch a Set of Teeth as G. B's would then 
ppear upon them, which could be diſtinguiſhed 
rom thoſe of other Men. Others of them teſtified, 
hat- in their Torments G. B. tempted them to go 
o a Sacrament, to which they perceived him, with 
he Sound ofa Trumper,ſummoning other Witches, 
who quickly after the Sound would come from all 
Quarters unto the Rendezvous. One of them fall- 
ng into a Trance, affirmed that G B had carried 
er away into a very high Mountain, where he 
ewed her Mighty and Glorious Kingdoms, and 
aid, he would give her them all, if ſhe would write in 
„Book; but the told him, rhey were none of his t. 
ve, and refuſed his Propoſals, enduring a great 
cal of Torment for that Refuſal. | 
I coſt the Court a great deal of Trouble to hear 
be Teſtimonies of the Sufferers; for when they 
ere going to give in their Depoſitions, they would 
or a long time be taken with Fits, that made 
hem incapable of ſaying any thing The Chief 
WW udge asked the Priſoner, who he thought hin- 
ered the Witneſſes from giving their Teſt;jmonies; - 
nd he anſwered, he ſuppoſed it was the Devil. That 
WHonourable Perſon replied, How comes the Devil to 
pe ſo loth to have any T:ftimony born again you? 
hich caſt him into very great Confuſion. | 
But further, It hath been very uſual for the 
People bewitched to be entertained with the Ap- 
Waritions of Ghoſts of murdered People, at the 
ame time that the Spectres of the Wirches troubled 
Them; and theſe Ghoſts always frighted the Be- 
zolders more than all the other ſpectral Repre- 
[catations ; and when they ſhewed themſelves, they 
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always . cried out of being murthered by the 


feſſed the Murthers of thoſe very Perſons, though 


complained of them. Accordingly ſeveral of the

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Witchcrafts or other Violences of the Perſons who 
were preſent in Spectre. And we are further to 
conſider, that once or twice theſe Apparitions have. 
been ſeen by others, at the ſame time that 
they have appeared to the bewitched; and 
theſe Apparitions have ſeldom been ſeen, but when 
ſomething unuſual or unſuſpected hath attended 
the Death of the Party thus appearing ; ſome who. 
have been accuſed by theſe Apparitions accoſting. 
of the bewitched People, who had never heard a 
Word of any ſuch Perſons ever being in the World, 
have upon a fair Examination, freely and fully con- 


theſe alſo did. not know how the Apparitions had 


bewitched had given in their Teſtimony, that they 
had been troubled with the Apparitions of two 
Women, who ſaid they were G B's two Wives, 
and that he had been the Death.of them, and that 
the Magiſtrates muſt be told of it, before whom, 
if B. upon his Tryal denied ir, they did not know 
but that they ſhould appear again in Court. 
Now g. B. had been Infamous, for the barbaro 
Uſage of his two late Wives, all the Country over; 
beſides it was teſtified, that the Spectre of G. FB. 
threatning of-the Sufferers told them, thar beſides 
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Wife and Daughter of one, whom this G. B. mighr 
have a prejudice towards, being ſerviceable at Salem 
Village, from whence himfelf had, in ill times 
removed ſome Years before ; and that when they 
oied, which was long ſince, there were ſome odd 
Circumſtances about them, which made ſome of 
the Attendants there ſuſpe& ſomething of Witch⸗ 
craft, though none imagined from whence it 
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- G: B: being now upon his Tryal, one of the 
Ebewirched Perſons was ſeized with Horror by the 
WG hofts of B's two deceaſed Wives, then appear- 
Ing before him, and crying for Vengeance againſt 
Wim: Upon which ſeveral of the bewitched Per- 
ons were ſucceſſively called in, who not knowing 
hat the former had ſeen or ſaid, concurred in 
W heir Horror of the Apparition, which each af- 
irmed he had before him. But he, though much 
Wc oncerned, abſolutely denied that he ſaw any thing 
f it, nor was it any Part of his Conviction. 
= Judicious Perſons have allowed it, as a Hug 
Evidence in the Convicting of Witches, when Per- 
ons are impeached by other Notorious Witches, 
o be as ill as themſelves, eſpecially if the Perſons 
ive been much noted for neglect ing the Worſhip 
f God. Now as there might have been Teſti- 
vonies enough of G. B's Antipathy to Prayer, 
nd the other Ordinances of God, though by his 
rofeſſion, ſingularly obliged to it; ſo there now 
ome in againſt the Priſoner the Teſtimonies of 
everal Perſons, who confeſſed their having been 
orrible Witches, and ever ſince their Confeſſions, 
gad been themſelves terribly tormented by the 
Perils and other Witches, as much as the other 
ufferers, and undergone the Pains of many Deaths 
or their Confeſſions. — © i 
= Theſe now teſtified, that G. B. had been at 
WV itch-meetings with them, and that he was the 
Ferſon that had ſeduced and compelled them into 
he Snares of Witchcraft. That he promiſed them 
ine Cloaths for doing it, that he brought Poppets 
Wo them, and Thorns to ſtick into thoſe Poppets 
Por the afflicting of other Perſons; and that he 
WExhorted them with the reſt of the Crew to be- 
Witch all Salem Village, but to do it gradually if 
hey would prevail in what they did. 4 
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When the Zancaſbire: Witches were condemned, 
I don't remember there was any conſiderable fur- 
ther Evidence than that of the bewitched, with 
that of ſome that confeſſed; but there were other 
Things againſt G. B. to render what had been al- 
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ready produced more credible. It is reckoned a- 
mongſt the Convictions gf a Witch, by a famous 


Divine, That the Teſtimony of the Party bewitch- 
ed, whether pining or dying, together with the 
joint Oaths of ſufficient Perſons, that have ſeen 
certain prodigious Pranks or Feats wrought by the 
Party accuſed, were ſufficient; and it appeared, 
that G. B. had enſnared himſelf by ſeveral In- 
ſtances, which he had formerly given of his pre- 
ternatural Strength, which were now produced a- 
gainſt him; for though he was a very puny Man, 
| yer he had often done Things beyond the Strength 
of a Giant. A Gun. of about ſeven Foot Barrel, 
and fo heavy, that Strong Men could not ſteadily 
hold it out with both Hands, as appeared by the 
"Teſtimonies of ſeveral Perſons of Credit and Ho- 
pour, he made nothing of taking it up behind the 
Lock, with one Hand, and holding it out like aPiſtol, Wi 
at Arm's Length; but G. B. in his Vindication, 
ſaid that an Indian was there and held it out at the 

fame time; whereas none of the Spectators ever 
ſaw any ſuch Indian, but ſuppoſed, the Black Man 
fwhich the Witches call the Devil, and they com- 
monly ſay reſembles an Indian) might afford him 
Aſſiſtance. Evidence was likewiſe brought in, that 
he made nothing of taking vp a whole Barrel filled 
with Malaſſes or Cider, in very diſadvantagious 
Poſtures, and carrying them through the Dith- | 

culteſt Places out of a Canoo to the Shoar. : 
Two other Witneſſes teſtified, that G. B. only 
putting the Fore-finger of his Right-hand into- the 
Muzzle of a heavy Gun, or a Fouling-piece about! 
ſix or ſeven Foot Barrel, lifted up the Gun and 
held it out at Arm's Length, which the Deponents 
thought

| Several Witneſſes likewiſe came in, whoſe Te- 
ſtimonies related to the Domettick Affairs of G. B.

5 It was alſo teſtified, that keeping his two ſuce - 
ceſſive Wives in a ſtrange Kind of Slavery, he 
would when he came home from abroad, pretend 
co tell the 8 any had with them; that he 
bad brought them to the point of Death by his- 
hard dealing with them, and then made the People 

about him to promiſe that in caſe Death ſhould 
happen, they would ſay nothing of it: that he 
uſed all the means he could to make his Wives to 
Write, Sign, Swear and Seal a Covenant, never to 
reveal any of his Secrets; That his Wives had 
8 complained to the Neigbbeurs about 
frightful Apparitions of evil Spirits, with which 
er their Houfe was ſometimes infeſted; and that many 
= ſuch Things have been whiſpered amongſt the 
= Neighbourhood ; there were alſo ſome. other Te- 
ftimoniesirelating to the Death of People, where- 8 
by the Conſciences of an impartial Jury. were con- 
vinced that G. B. had bewitched-the Perſons men- 
tioned in the Complaints. 
One Mr. Ruck, Brother-in-Law to this G. B. 
teſtified that G. B. and himſelf, and his Siſter G. Bs 
Wife, going out for two or three Miles to gather 
Strawberries, Rack with his Siſter rode home 
very ſoftly, with G. B. in their Company on foot, 
who ſtepped aſide a little into the Buſhes, upon 
which they ſtopped a lr and hallowed for er 9 
58 „ un: 
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but he not anſwering they went, homewards, and 
Juickened their Pace without expecting to ſee him 
in a conſiderable time; yet when they- were got 
home almoſt, to their great Aſtoniſſiment, they 
found him on Foot with them, having a*Basker of 
Strawberries. G. B then immediately fell to chide 
-his Wife, for what ſhe had been ſpeaking to her 
Brother of him on the Road, which hen they 
wondered at, he told them he knew their 
Thoughts. Ruck being ſtartled at that; made ſome 
Reply, intimating, that the Devil himſelf did not 
know ſo far; but G. B. made anſwer, My God makes 
 T#nown' your Thoughts to num. 
© The Priſoner now at the Bar had nothing to an- 
ſwer unto what was now witneſſed againſt him, 
that was worth conſidering, only he :ſaid, Rack 
and his Wife-left a Man with him, when they left him, 
which Ruck now affirmed. to be falſe; and when 
the Court asked him, what the Man's Name was, 
his Countenance was much altered, nor could he 
ſay who it was, But the Court began to think, 
that he then ſtepped aſide, that by the Aſſiſtance 
of the Black-Man he might pur on his Inviſibility, 
and in that Faſcinating Miſt, gratify his own Jea- 
Jous Humour to know what they ſaid of him; 
which Trick of rendering themſelves inviſible, 
Witches pretend to, and which is often Demon» - 
ſtrated that they do perform. 
But further, as faltring, faulty, inconſtant and 
contrary Anſwers, upon judicial and deliberate. 
Examination, are counted unlucky Symptoms of 
Guilt, in all Crimes and eſpecially Witchcraft; 
there never was a Perſon more eminent for them 
than G. B. both at his Examination, and on his 
Tryal; his Contradictions and Falſehoods, ſhewing 
that he had very little to ſay, having alledg d ſome 
things which he could not prove, reflecting on the 
Reputation of ſome of the Witneſſes; only he 
geve in a Paper to the Jury, wherein *

had many times before granted, not only that there 

are Witches, but alſo that the preſent Sufferings of 
the Country are the Effects of Horrible Witcheraft, 
yet he now endeavoured to evince, That there nei> 
ther are, nor ever were Witches, that having made 
2 Compact with the Devil, can ſend a- Devil. to 
torment other People at a Diſtance. . This Paper 
was tranſcribed: out of Aciy, which the Court pre- 
ſently knew as ſoon as they heard it, but he de- 
nied it, and ſaid a Gentleman gave it him in 
Writing.

the Head; and that on the ſame Day, about 
Noon, the ſame Shape walked about in the Room 
where he was, and an Apple ſtrangely flew out of 
his Hand into his Mother's Lap ſix or eight Foor- -:

Samsael Grey teſtify d, That about Fourteen Vears 
agoe, he waked in the Night, and ſaw the Rom 
-where he lay full of Light; and that he then ſawa 
Woman plainly between the Cradle and Bed-ſide, 
which looked upon him; but when he roſe, it va- 
niſhed, though he found all the Doors faſt; Look- 
ing out at the Entry Door, he ſaw the fame Wo- 
man in the ſame Garb again, and ſaid n G 
Name, whit do you come for?

TT Lizabsth' How then pleading not guilty to the 

3, Indiatment of Witchcraft, which ſhe was 
oharged with, the Court according to the uſual 
Proceedings of Courts in England, began with 
hearing the Depoſitions of ſeveral afflicted Perſons, 
who were grievouſly tormented by evident and 
Tenſible Witchcraft, all complaining of the Priſo- 
ner as the Cauſe of their Trouble. It was alfo 
found, that the Sufferer was not able to bear her 
Lcok ; as likewiſe, that in their greateſt Swoons, 
they diſtinguiſhed her Touch from other Peoples, 
by which they were raiſed out of them. There 
were other Teſtimonies of People, whom this 
How troubled nine or ten Years ago. 

It hath been uſual for bewitched Perſons, at the 
ſame Time that the Spectres repreſenting the 
Witches troubled them, to be viſited with the 
Apparitions of Gheſfts, pretending to have been 
murthered by the Witches then repreſented ; and 
9 ſometimes the Confeſſions of the Witches after- 
WY wards acknowledged thoſe Murthers, which thoſe 
Apparitions charged them with, though they had 
never heard what Informations had been given by 
the Suffcrers. There were ſuch Apparitions of 
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Ghoſts teſtify'd by ſome of the preſent Sufferers, 
and the Ghoſts affirmed, That this How had murther- 
ed them, which things were ſuſpeRed but not proved. 
This How had made ſome Attempts of joining ts 
the Church of Jpſwich ſeveral Years ago, but ſhe 
was denied an Admiſſion into that Society, partly 
through a Suſpicion of Witchcraft then urged 
againſt her. And there now came in Teſtimo- 
nies of preternatural Miſchiefs, preſently befalling 
ſome who had been Inſtrumental in hindering her 
from entering into the Communion ſhe endeavour- 
ed to intrude her ſelf into. n LI Et 
There was a particular Depoſition of Joſeph St.

Whereupon Judges had a ſpecial Commiſſion to 
find and root out the Helliſh Crew, fince another 
Country in the Kingdom, which had been ſo mo- 
leſted, was delivered upon the Execution of the 
Witches. . r RI, 
The Examination was begun with a Day of Hu- 
miliation appointed by Authority. Whereupon 
the Commiſſioners conſulting how they might re- 
fiſt this Growth of Witchcraft, the ſuffering Chil- 
dren were firſt examined, and though they were 
queſtioned one by one apart, yet their Declarations 
all agreed. The Witches accuſed in theſe Declara- 
tions were then examined, and: though at the firſt 
they obſtinately denied, yet at length many of 
them ingenuouſly confeſſed the Truth of what the 
Children ſaid, owning with Tears, that the Devil, 


whom they call'd Locyta, had ſtopped their Mouths, 


but he being now gone from them, they could no 
longer conceal the Buſineſs. The Things by them 
acknowledged, wonderfully agreed with what other 
Witches in other Places had confeſſed. 7 
They confeſſed, That they uſed to call upon the 


Devil, who thereupon would carry them away o- 


ver the Tops of Houſes, to a green Meadow, where 
they gave themſelves to him, only one of them 


ſaid, That ſometimes the Devil only took away 


her Strength, leaving her Body on the Ground, 
but that ſhe went at other Times in Body too. 


Their Manner was to come into the Chambers of 


People, and fetch away their Children upon Beaſts 
of the Devil's providing, promiſing fine Cloaths, 
and other fine Things to them, to inveagle them. 
They ſaid they never had Power to do thus but of 
late, but now the Devil did plague and beat them; 
if they did not gratifie him in this Piece of Miſ- 
chief. They ſaid they made uſe of all Sorts of 
Inſtruments in their journeys; of Men, of * 
a . | | 0 
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of Poſts; the Men they commonly laid aſſeep at 
the Place they rode them to; and if the Children 
mentioned the Names of the Perſons that ſtole 
them away, they were miſerably ſcourged for it, 
until ſome of them were killed. The Judges 
found the Marks of the Laſhes on ſome of them, 
but the Witches ſaid they would quickly vaniſh, 
Moreover, the Children would be in ſtrange Fits, 
after they were brought Home from theſe ſtrange 
Tranſportations. W 
The firſt Thing they ſaid they were to do at Blockus, 
Ia, was to give themſelves to the Devil, and vow 
that they would ſerve him. Hereupon they cut 
their Fingers, and with Blood writ their Names in 
his Book. And he alſo capſed them to be baptized 
by ſuch Prieſts as he had in this horrid Company. 
In ſome of them the Mark of the cut Finger was 
to be found; they ſaid, That the Devil gave Meat 
and Drink, as to them, ſo to the Children they 
brought with them; that afterwards their Cuſtom 
was to dance before him, and to Swear and Curſe 
maoſt horribly. They ſaid, That the Devil ſhewed 
- them a great frightful Dragon, telling them, If 
they confeſſed any Thing, he would let Tooſe that 
great Devil upon them. They added, That the 
Devil had a great Church, and that when the 
Judges were coming, he told them, He would kill 
them all, and that ſome of them had attempted to 
kill them, but could not. ; 
Some of the Children talked much of a white 
Angel, which uſed to forbid them what the Devil 
bid them do, and aſſured them, That theſe Doings 
would not laſt long, but that what had been done 
was permitted for the Wickedneſs of the People. 
This white Angel would ſometimes reſcue the 
Children from going in with the Witches. 
The Witches confeſſed many Miſchiefs done by 
them, declaring with what Kind of enchanted 
Tools they did their Miſchiefs. They thought e- 
| RS ſpecially 
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ſpecially to kill the Miniſter of EHfaula, but could 
not. But ſome of them ſaid, That ſuch as they 
wounded would be recovered, upon,or before their 
Exeeu inn. 5 5 35 
The Judges would fain have had them ſhew ſome 
of their Tricks, but they unanimouſly declared; 
That ſince they had confeſſed all, they found all 
their Witchcraft gone, and the Devil then appear- 
ed very terrible ro them, threatening them with _ 
an Iron Fork to thruſt them into a burning Pat, if 
they perſiſted in their Confeſſion. | | 
There was no leſs than Threeſcore and ten Witch- 
es diſcovered in one Village, three and twenty of 
which 1 confeſſing their Crimes, were con- 
demned to die. The reſt (one pretending ſhe was 
with Child) were ſent to Fablana, where moſt of 
them were afterwards executed. Fifteen Children, 
who confeſſed themſelves engaged in this Witchery, 
died as the reſt. Six and thirty of them between 
Nine and Sixteen Years of Age, who had been 
leſs guilty, were forced to run the Gantlet, and to 
be laſhed on their Hands once a Week, fora Year 
together. Twenty more, who had leſs Inclinati- 
on to theſe Infernal Enterprizes, were laſhed with 
Rods upon their Hands, for three Sundays together 
at the Church-Door. The Number of the ſeduced 
Children was about Three Hundred, This Courſe, 
together with the Weekly Prayers in all the 
Churches through the Kingdom, ifſued in the Deli- 
verance of the Kingdom.

Curſe of God three times upon the Child ; and at 
the ſame time thrice uttered theſe horrid Words, 
The Devil drag your Soul through Hell. This was 
done on Monday, Auguſt 17, in preſence of ſeveral 
Witneſſes, who afterwards gave Evidence of it. 
On the Friday following being the Twenty firſt 
of Auguſt, about Sun-riſing, one Agnes Naiſmith, 
an old ignorant Woman, of a malicious Diſpo- 
ſition, addicted to Threatnings (which ſometimes 
were obſerved to be followed with fatal Events) 
came. to Bargarran's Houſe, where finding Chriſtian 
Shaw in the Court with her Younger Siſter, ſhe 
asked how the Lady and the young Child did, 
and how- old the: Young ſucking Child was?

Then 
Agnes asked, How ſhe her ſelf did, and how old 
The was? to which ſhe anſwered, That ſhe was 
well, and in the Eleventh Year-of her Age. 
On the Saturday Night after, being the Twenty 
ſecond of Auguſt, the ſaid Chrifian Shaw went to 
Bed in good Health, but as ſoon as ſhe fell aſleep, 
began to ſtruggle and cry, Help, Help; and 
then ſuddenly got up, and flew over the Top of 
the Bed where ſhe lay, to the great Aſtoniſhment 
of her Parents and the reſt in the Room, which 
was with ſo much force, that probably her Brains 
might have been daſhed out, if a Woman provi- 
dentially ſtanding by, had not broke the Force of 
the Child's Motion. She was afterwards laid in 
another Bed, and remained ſtiff and inſenſible as 
if ſhe had been dead, for the Space of half an 
Hour, and for Forty eight Hours after could not 
fleep, crying out of violent Pains throughout her 


whole Body, and no ſooner began to ſleep ot 
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turn drowſie, but feemed greatly afrighted - 
crying ſtill, Help, help. es 5 

After this a Pain fixed in her Left-ſide, and her 
Body was often ſo bent and ſtiff, that ſhe ſtood 
like a Bow on her Neck and Feet at once, and con- 
tinued without being able to ſpeak for Eight Days, 
excepting ſome very ſhort Intervals; during 
which Time ſhe had ſcarce half an Hour's Inter- 
miſſion together, the Fits taking her ſuddenly, 
and coming on and going off with a Swoon or 
ſhort Deliquium, but ſhe appeared perfectly well 
and ſenſible betwixt whules. | 

About the Middle of September her Fits returned, 
in a Manner different from the farmer, wherein 
ſhe ſeemed to fight and ſtruggle with ſomething 
that was inviſible to the Spectators; and her Acti- 
ons appeared as if ſhe had been defending her ſelf 

from tome who were aſſaulting her, or endeas 
vouring to hurt her, and that with ſuch Force, that 
four ſtrong Men were ſcarce able to hold her; R 
and when any of the People preſent touched any 
Part of her Body, ſhe cried out with ſuch Ve- 
hemence, as if they had bcen killing her, but 
could not ſpeak. | © 

When ſhe was ſeized with thoſe Firs, her Pa- 
rents ſent to Pally, for John White an Apothecary, 
and afterwards for Dr. Johnſton, who ordered her to 
be let Blood, and applied ſeveral Things to her 
without any diſcernible Effect. All the while 
the had theſe latter Fits, ſhe was afflicted with. 
extraordinary Riſings and Fallings in her Belly, 
like the Motzon of a Pair of Bellows, and with 
{uch ſtrange movings of her Body, as made the 
Bed to ſhake under her. 85 | | 

Some Days after ſhe was able to ſpeak, during 
her Fits, and cried, That Catherine Campbel and © 
Agnes Naiſmith were cutting her Side and other 
Parts of her Body, which were at that time vio- 
lently tormented, And when the Fit was over 
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me ſtill aſſerted, that ſhe had ſeen thoſe Perſons 
doing the Things which ſhe complained of in 
her Fits; (it being obſervable that in the Inter. 
vals ſhe was as well and ſenſible as ever) and 
could not believe but that other Perſons preſent, 
ſaw them as well as ſhe. In this Condition ſhe 
continued without any conſiderable Variation, ei- 


ther 2s to the Fits or Intervals for about a 


Month. | EEE 
After this ſhe was carried to Glaſcow, where 
Dr. Brisbaue an able Phyſitian, ordered Mr. Henry 
Marſhal an Apothecary to prepare Medicines for 
her; ſo that having ſtaid in G/aſcow about ten Days, 
ſhe was brought home to her Father, and had about 
a Fortnight's Intermiſſion. But then her Fits re- 
turned, and with this Difference, that ſhe knew 
when they were coming by a Pain in her Left-ſide. 
In theſe Fits her Throat was prodigiouſly drawn 
down towards her Breaſt, and her Tongue back 
into her Throat, her whole Body becoming ſtiff 
and extended as a dead Corps, without Senſe or 
Motion; -and ſometimes her Tongue was drawn 
out of her Mouth over her Chin, to a wonderful 
Length, her Teeth cloſing ſo faſt upon it, that 
thoſe about her were forced to thruſt ſomething 
betwixt to fave her Tongue. And it was often 
obſerved, that her Tongue was thus tortured when 
ſhe attempted to pray. In this Condition ſhe 
was for ſome time, with ſenſible Intervals, in 
which ſhe had 8 Health, and could give a 

what ſhe was heard to expreſs 


ſolved to carry her again to Glaſcow, for the 
greater Conveniency of being under the Doctor's 
Inſpeclion and Care, and for the further Diſco- 
vering the Nature of her Diſtemper, and making 
uſe of the moſt probable natural Medicines. 


But being on her Way thither, in her Grandmo- 


ther's Houſe at Northlan, ſhe thruſt or ſpit on 
: . N . 
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of her Mouth Parcels of Hair, ſome curled, 
ſome platted, ſome knotted, of different Colours 
and in conſiderable Quantities. And thus ſhe 
continued to do, with feveral fainting Fits every 
Quarter of an Hour, both in her paſſage to Glaſ-- 
cow, November 12. and after ſhe arrived there, 
for the Space of three Days; then from Monday 
to Thurſday following, ſhe put out of her Mouth 
Coal-cinders, about the Bigneſs of Cheſnuts, ſome 
of them ſo hot, that they could ſcarcely be hand- 
led, as Dr. Brisbane witneſſes in his Atteſtation. 
Then for the Space of two Days in her Swoon- 
ing Fits, there came out of her Moũth great 
Numbers of Straws, by one At a time, folded up, 
but when out, returned to their natural Shape; 
and it was obſervable, that in one of them there 
was a Pin. After this Bones of ſeveral Shapes 
and Sizes iſſued out of her Mouth, and then 
ſome ſmall Sticks of Candle-fir (a ſort of Fir 
in thet Country which burns like a Candle) one 
of them about three or four Inches long; which 
when any of them attempted to pull out, they 
found them either held by her Teeth fixed upon 
them, or forceably drawn back into her Throat, 
particularly Archibald Bannatine, of Helle Junior, 
obſerving a Bone in her Mouth like that of a 
Duck's Leg, and trying to pull it out, he dee 
clared he found ſomething drawing it back into 
her Throat, ſo that it required a great deal of 
Strength to pull it out. It is to be obſerved; 
that hitherto ſhe knew not how theſe Things 
were brought into her Mouth, and when they 
were pulled out, ſhe immediately recovered of 
her Fit for that time. After this there came out 
of her Mouth ſome Quantity of Hay, inter- 
mixed with Dung as if it had been taken out 
of a Dunghill, which ſtunk fo, that the Girl 
could not endure the Taſte and ſmell of ir, 
but was forced to waſh her Mouth with Water. 
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Then for a Day's Space, ſhe put out of her Mouth 
a great Quantity of Feathers of Wild Fowl]; after 
that a Stone, which in Judgment of Beholders, 
had been paſſed by ſome Perſon in a Fir of the 
Stone, with ſome ſmall white Stones, and a whole 
Nutgall (with which they uſe to dye Cloaths and 
make Ink) alſo Lumps of Candle-greaſe and Egg- 
ſhells; of all which there were many Witneſles. 
When the Sticks abovementioned came out of 
her Mouth, ſhe foretold that ſhe was to be prie- 
yoully tormented with ſore Fits that Night, which 
accordingly fell out; for a little after ſhe fell into 
a Swoon, wherein ſhe had no Uſe of her Senfes, 
and though the SpeQators called to her aloud and 
moved her Body, and Mr. Bannatine abovenamed 
gave her a ſevere Pinch in the Arm, ſhe was not 
ſenſible of it. After ſhe recovered from the Swoon, 
bur continuing in the Fit, ſhe began to talk to 
Catherine Campbel after this manner, Thou fits there 
with a Stick in thy Hand to put into my Mouth, 
but through God's Strength thou ſhalt not get 
Leave. Thou art permitted to torment me, bur I 
fruſt in God, thou ſhalt never get my Life, though 
it is my Life thou deſigneſt. And calling for a 
Bible and Candle ſaid, Come near me Kate, and I 
will let thee ſee where a Godly Man was given up 
to Satan to be tormented, but Ged kept his Life in 
his own Hand; and ſo I truſt in God, thou ſhalt 
never get my Life, and all that thou ſhalt be per- 
migted to do unto me, I hope through God's Mer- 
cy, ſhall turn to my Advantage. This Man was 
Tobbed of all, and tormented in Body, and had 
nothing left him but an il! Wife. Come near me 
Kate, and I will read it to thee ; and reading that 
Paſſage of Job, when ſhe came to the Place where 
ſhe ſaid; Curſe God and die, the Damſel conſide- 
ring theſe Words a little, ſaid, O! what a Wife 
was this, that bid her Husband curſe God and die! 


She who ſhould have been a Comfort to him in his 
Fo | Trouble, 
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Trouble, turned a Croſs to him. Then, after 
reading the Chapter through to the End, ſhe looked 
towards the Feet of the Bed, and ſaid, Now Rate, 
what thinks thou of that? Thou ſeeſt, for all the 


Power the Devil got over Fob, he gained no Ground 


on him, and I hope he ſhall gain as little on me. Thy 


Maſter, the Devil deceives thee, he is a bad Ma- 
ſter whom thou ſerveſt, and thou ſhalt find it to thy 


Sorrow, except thou repenteſt; there is no Repen- 
tance after Death. FI let thee ſee Kare, there is 
no Repentance in Hell. And looking over the 
Book, and citing Luke Chap. 16. near, the latter 
End, and reading the ſame ſaid, Kate, thou ſeeſt 


there is no Repentance in Hell, for the Rich Man 


beſought Abraham to teſtifie to his five Brethren, 
that they come not to the Place of Torment 
where he was; but repent and turn to the Lord; 
for there was no getting out if once they came there. 
Now Kate, thou heareſt this, what think'ſt thou of 
it? I' let thee hear another Place which ſhould 
pierce thy Heart. And turning over the Book, 
ſhe ſaid ſhe would read about Adam and Eve; thou 
knoweſt Kate, the Serpent (rhe Devil thy Maſter) 
thought to have ruined Mankind in the Beginning, 
his Malice was fo great at that Bleſſed State, 
wherein they were, ſeeing himſelf caſt down from 

all Hopes of Mercy, he uſed all Means poſſible to 
ſubvert their Happineſs, by ſuggeſting to them fair 
Promiſes, and a Proſpect of Advantage in cauſing 

them to eat of that forbidden Fruit, and were' 
made ſubje&> to God's Curſe for ever. But God 
did not ſuffer them to remain in this Condition, 
but of his Infinite Mercy ſhewed to them a better 
Way, whereby they might have Eternal Life, by 
revealing to them that bleſſed Promiſe, The Seed of 
the Woman ſhall bruiſe the Head of the Serpent. Now 
Kate, what think'ſt thou of that Promiſe ? But ob- 
ſerve this, thou wilt get no Advantage by it, it is 


not made to thee, who haſt renounced God's Ser- 
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58 ier 
vice, and liſted thy ſelf under the Devil; thou art his 
Slave; I know thou denieſt this; but I know thou 
art a Hypocrite ; for I remember when thou waſt 
in my Mother's Houſe, thou boughteſt a Catechifm, 


with a Pretence to learn to read, to cloak thy Sin. 


Wilt thou hear me, knoweſt thou the Reward of 


the Hypocrite ? I'll let the hear it; I remember 


Mr. Wiliam Gillies, was Lecturing the other Day, 
upon the 23d of Matthew, where many a Woe is 
pronouced againſt the Hypocrite ; Eight dreadful 
Woes Kate, and ſome of them belongs to thee; 
but I'lI tell thee more, knoweſt thou the Reward 
of the Hypocrite, they ſhall be caſt into the Lake 
that burns for ever, that's their Portion; Doſt 
thou hear this now? Thou turneſt thy Back to 
me, when I am telling thee the Truth; If I wece 
reading a Story Book, or telling a Tale to thee, 
thou wouldſt hear that. Remember it will be thy 
Portion too, if thou do not repent and confeſs and 
ſeek Mercy. Again, turning over the Book, ſhe 
read about P/late; ſaying, Pilate he made a Shew 
of cleanſing himſelf from Chriſt's Blood, he waſhed 
his Hands and declared himſelf innccent ; but for 
all his waſhing. he had a foul Heart, he would not 
loſe his Office for the ſaving of Chriſt's Life; he 
knew well enough that Chriſt was an innocent 
Perſon, but he preferred his Honour before Chriſt , 
therefore to pleaſe the Jews, and to quench the 
Struggling in his Conſcience, he waſhed his Hands, 
and then delivered Chriſt to be crucified by them. 
Thus ſhe continued for more than two Hours Space, 
reaſoning at this rate, and exhorting her to repent, 
quoting many Places in Scripture, in the Revela- 
tions and the Evangeliſts. And when any one of- 
fered to take her Bible from her, ſhe uttered 
dreadful Shrieks and Our-cries; ſaying, She would 
never part with her Bible aWlong as ſhe lived, the 
would keep it in ſpite of all the Devils. 
Before we paſs fiom this it will be neceſſary to 
| give 
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give the Reader notice of ſome few Fhings wor- 
thy Obſervation ; as, Firſt, That while ſhe called 
for her Bible and a Candle, ſhe neither heard nor 
ſaw any of thoſe Perſons, who were then actually 
and diſcernibly preſent in the Room with her, 

and that Catherine Campbel, to whom ſhe directed 
her Speech, was not diſcernibly rag to any 
Body but her ſelf. And the Pinch Mr. Bannatine © 
gave her in her inſenſible Fir, ſhe complained of af- 
terwards, but knew not how ſhe came by it, nor did 
ſhe blameany of her Tormenters for-it. Secondly, 
That theſe Words ſet down as ſpoke by her, were 
the very ſame both for Words and Order, as nearly 
as they could be gathered and remembered by the 
Hearers, without any Addition of their own. 
Thirdly, That although ſhe was a Girl of a preg- 
nant Spirit above her Age, knew more of the 
Scriptures and had a good Underſtanding, above 
what might be expected of one of her Years, of 
the fundamental Principles of Religion ; yet we 
doubt not but in fo ſtrong a Combat, the Lord 
did by his good Spirit graciouſly afford her a more 
than ordinary Meaſure of Aſſiſtance. | 
Some time after the Traſh above mentioned 
iſſued out of her Mouth ſhe fell into extream vio- | 
lent Fits, with lamentable Outcries, four Perfons xr 
being hardly able to hinder her from climbing | 
zup the Walls of the Chamber, or from doing her 
ſelf Hurt; in the mean time ſhe had no Power to 
ſpeak, her Back and the reſt of her Body was 
grievouſly pained, and in this Condition ſhe con- 
tinued four or five Days with the uſual Intervals. 
During which ſhe declared, That four Men, 4A. 
lexander and James Anderſon, and other two (of 
whom ſhe gave particular and exact Marks, but 
knew not their Names) were tormenting her. It 
- was obſerved that many of thoſe ſhe named were 
known to be Perſons of ill Fame, as were theſe - 
two Perſons laſt mentioned. It is alſo remarkable; 
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that for ſometime ſhe knew not the Name of the 


ſaid Alexander Anderſon, till one Day he came a 


begging to the Door of the Houſe where ſhe was, 
then immediately ſhe cried out, That was he whom 
ſhe had ſeen amongſt the Crew. 

After this ſhe fell into other Fits, wherein ſhe 


ſaw the Perſons before named with ſome others, 


and heard and ſaw ſeveral Things that paſs'd amongſt 
them. Particularly ſhe ſomerimes foretold when 
the was to have the Fits, and how often ſhe ſhould 
have them, which fell out accordingly. 

About the eighth of December being brought 
home from <Glaſcow, and having had ſix or ſeven 
Days Reſpite from her Fits, ſhe fell into a fright- 
ful and terrible Relapſe; the Occaſion whereof ſhe 
declared to be, her feeing the Devil in prodigious 
and horrid Shapes, threatning to devour her, ſhe 
would fall down dead and become ſtiff, with all 


the Parts of her Body ſtretched out, like a Corps 


without Senſe or Motion ; theſe Fits came ſud- 
denly without her Knowledge, and ſhe did as ſud- 
denly recover and grow perfectly well; and they 
uſually came on her when ſte offered to pray. 
Sometimes ſhe knew when the other Fits were a 
coming; how long they would continue, and when 
they would return. In which Fits her Eyes altered 
ſtrangely, and turned in her Head, to the Admi- 


ration of the Beholders, with a continual Pain a. 


bout her Heart; ſometimes her Joints were con- 
trated together, and her Forchead drawn forcibly 
about towards her Shoulders; theſe Fits ſhe took 


by falling into a Swoon, and would inſtantly re- 


cover in the ſame manner, 

During this time her Fits altered again, as to 
their Times of coming and Continuance, in which: 
time ſte ſometimes endeavoured to bite her own 
Fingers, or any thing elſe that came in her way; 
ſte did the like when ſhe ſaw the Perſons before 
ment:cned, or any one of them about her; the 

would 
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would int out to the People about her 
where they were, but they could not ſee 
them ; and ſometimes ſhe declared, that ſhe had 
Hold of them by their Cloaths. Particularly the 
Seventeenth of December, being ina ſevere Fit, ſhe 
cried out of ſeveral Perſons that were tormenting 
her, and being in the Bed, graſped with her 
Hands towards the Foot of it, and cried out, that 
ſhe had catched hold of the Sleeves of one G. P's 
Jerkin or Jacket, which was as ſhe ſaid, ragged at 
the Elbows; and at. that very time, her Mother 
and Aunt heard the Sound of the rending or tearing 
of a Cloth, but ſaw nothing, only they found in 
each of the Girl's Hands a bit of Red Cloth, 
which looked as if it had been torn off of a Gar- 
ment, of which kind of Cloth there was none in 
the Room, nor in any Part of the Houſe. At the 
ſame time ſhe told them, there was ſuch a one 
among the Crew going to pinch her Tongue, 
which was thereupon inſtantly pulled back into her 
Throat, and ſhe lay Dumb for a conſiderable time. 
Sometime after her Recovery from her Fits, ſhe 
told that ſhe heard ſeveral Things ſpoke by her 
Tormentors, but durſt not make them known, 
becauſe they threatned to torment her more if ſhe 
did; and accordingly, when her Mother, or others 
prevailed with her to tell them any thing, ſhe was 
inſtantly tormented, She added, Thar her Tor- 
mentors appeared. to her with Lights, and ſtrange 
ſorts of Candles, which were frightful to look on. 
Thus ſhe continued till the firſt of January, in 
ſuch Fits as were before mentioned, with ſome 
Alterations, and had likewiſe other ſwooning Fits, 
wherein ſhe continued for Two or Three Hours to- 
gether, ſometimes more, ſometimes leſs, with 
very ſhort Intervals, in which Fits ſhe did nor 
complain much of Pain, but had a great Palpi- 
tation in her Breaſt, and ſometimes ſtrange and 
unaccountable Motions in other Parts of her 2 
— | | whic 
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which continued, in a-greater or leſs degree, du. 
ring the whole time of the Fir, wherein ſhe was 
light-headed; and not ſo ſolid in her Mind as at other 
times ; though in the Intervals of theſe, as of all 
other Fits, ſhe was compoſed enough; and theſe 
Fits, as all the reſt, came ſuddenly on, and went 
as ſuddenly off by a Swoon. | | 
Before we proceed any further, it is fit to ob- 
ſerve, Firſt, That Agnes Naiſmith, before mentioned, 
being brought by the Parents a ſecond time to ſee 
the Girl, did (without being deſired) pray that 
the Lord God of Heaven and Earth might ſend 
the Damſel her Health, and diſcover the Truth. 
After which the Child declared, that though the 
ſaid Agnes had formerly been very troubleſome to 
her, yet from that time forwards, ſhe did no more 
appear to her, as her Tormenter; but 3s ſhe 
thought defended her from the Fury of the reſt, 
Secondly, That Catherine Campbel before-mentioned, 
could by no means be prevailed on to pray for 
the Damſel; but on the contrary, curſed them and 
all the Family of Bargarran, and particularly the 
Girl, and all that belonged to her, with this grie- 
vous Imprecation, The Devil let her never grow 
better, nor any concerned in her, be in a better 
Condition than ſhe was in, for what they had done 
to her: Which Words ſhe ſpoke before ſeveral 
credible Witneſſes. Thirdly, That Bargarran ha- 
ving prevailed with the Under Sheriff, ro Impriſon 
the ſaid Catherine Campbel, ſhe never after appeared 
to the Child, (though formerly ſhe was one of 
her moſt violent Tormenters) except once or 
twice, when it was found upon Enquiry, that ſhe 
was not in the Priſon, but either in the Jaylor's 
Houſe, or when ſhe had Liberty to go to Church. 
 Fourthly, That at the ſame time when the Child 
voided at her Mouth the Hair and other Traſh 
above-mentioned, Catherine Campbel being taken in- 


to Cuſtody, there was found in her Pocket a * 
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of Hair of ſeveral] Colours, whick being thrown 
into the Fire, the Child from that time forward 
vomited no more Hair; ſhe declared, that ſhe 
heard her Tormenters ſay, That Catherine Campbel 
made the Ball, of the Hair cut off of Chriſtian's 
Head, when the Trouble was firſt inflicted on 
her. f | #4 1 | PN i 
Upon the firſt of January, about Ten a Clock at 
Night ſhe ſwooned, and fell into Fits different 
from the former; ſo that after her Swooning 
was over ſhe lay ſtill, as if ſhe had been dead; 
yet at the fame time ſhe was heard talking mourn- 
fully with a low Voice, and repeating feveral 
Stories in Metre, which they thought ro be an 
Account of the Riſe and Progreſs of her own 
Troubles, and thus ſhe continued, rnaming ſeveral 
of the fore-mentioned Perſons ar times, till her 
Parents and others offered to rouze her, by touch- 
ing and moving her Body ; whereupon ſhe uttered 
horrid Schreetches, and cried as if ſne had been 
pierced through with Swords, and aflaulted for 
her Life. After this ſhe fell a Singing, Leaping 
and Dancing for a long time, Laughing with a 


loud Voice in an unuſual manner, tearing down 


the Hangings of the Bed, and pulling off her 
Head-Cloaths, . in which Extravagancies ſhe ated 
with ſuch Force and Strength, that her Father and 
the Miniſter, though joining with their whole 
Strength, could not hinder her from Dancing and 
Leaping. But after Prayer, the Miniſter finding 
her compoſed, enquired if ſhe remembered whar 
ſhe had done, in the time of the Fir; to which 
the anſwered, That ſhe diſtinctly remembered her 
Miſcarriages, and particularly her Singing and 
Dancing; adding, that tha Witches incloſed her 
in a Ring; and that their Dancing and Singing about 
her, was the Occaſion of her Dancing, which ſhe 
then gladly performed with the reſt. For ſome 
Days after, ſhe had Fits much after the ſame man- 

ner 
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ner, with ſome ſmall Variation: In one of them. 
ſhe tore off her Head-Cloaths, and would have 


ſtripped her ſelf of all her Cloaths, if ſhe had 


been permitted. EBT 

About the Eleventh of January, ſhe fell into Fits 
different from the former, in which ſhe was car- 
ried away from her Parents, and others that were 
about her with a ſudden Flight; and the firſt time, 
to their great Amazement, through the Chamber 
and Hall, down a long winding Stairs towards the 
Tower-Gate, with ſuch a ſwift and unaccountable 
Motion, that it was not in the Power of any to 
prevent her; her Feet did not touch the Ground, 
ſo far as any Body was able to diſcern, and as ſhe 
went ſhe was heard to laugh in an unuſual man- 
ner: But by Divine Providence the Gate being 
ſhut, her Motion was ſtopped, till ſuch time as one 
of the Family could overtake her, who endea- 
vouring to carry her back, ſhe immediately fell 
down, and became as ſtiff as a dead Corps, and 


being brought back to her Chamber, lay ſo for 
a conſiderable time. Upon her Recovery ſhe de- 
clared, That there were about Nine or Ten Per- 


ſons who carried her away as if ſhe had been in a 
Swing, wherein ſhe then took Pleaſure, her Feet 
not at all touching the Ground to her Appre- 
henſfion. - | 

The Night following ſhe was ſuddenly carried, 
away as before, from her Parents and others, thro' 
the Chamber and Hall, and Sixteen large Steps of 
a winding Stair toward the Top of the Houſe, 
where ſhe met with Apparitions of ſtrange and un- 
accountable Things; but was carried down again 
as ſhe thought in a Swing, by ſix Women and four 
Men towards the Gate, where ſhe was found, and 
thence carried up as formerly, with all the Parts 
of her Body diſtended, and {tiff like one dead. 
She lay ſo for ſome time, and when recovered, de- 


clared, That both then and before, ſhe had endea- 
voured 
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voured to open the Gate, and that thoſe ſhe ſaw 
about her helped her, with a deſign to get her ro 
the Court and drown her in the Well, which ſhe 
heard them ſay, they intended to do, and that then 
the World would believe ſhe had drowned her ſelf. 
It is obſervable, that in one of theſe Fits afrer- 
wards, ſhe was ſtopped at the Gate, though it was 
not bolted or locked; yet the Providence of God 
ordered it ſo, that neither ſhe nor her Tormenters 
could open it, ſo that they left her there as uſual. 
Before we proceed further, it is fit to take No- 
tice, That as ſoon as the Girl's Affliction was ob- 
ſerved to be extraordinary and preternatural, there 
was (beſides former private Prayers and Faſts by 
the Family) at the Deſire of the Parents and Mi- 
nifter of the Pariſh, and by the Presbyrery's ſpe- 
cial Qrder, a Miniſter or two appointed to meet 
one Day every Week to join with the Family, 
the Miniſter of the Pariſh and other good Chri- 
ſtians in the Neighbourhood in Faſting and Prayer. 
And on the Twelfth of January, it being the Turn 
of Mr. Patrick Simſon, a Neighbouring Miniſter to 
be there ; when he came, he found the Miniſter 


of the Pariſh, and the other, who was to join 


with him, abſent upon neceſſary Occaſions, yet 
reſolved to carry on the Work with Three Elders, 
and ſome other good People that were preſent. 
When he firſt ſaw the Girl, he found her under 
ſome leſſer Fits, which came and went off quick- 
ly ; ſhe was ſober and quiet in the time of Prayer, 
but when they fung the Ninety third Pſalm, ſhe 
tell into a very ſevere Fit of longer continuance, 
frſt laughing, then making a Noiſe like Singing; 
afrer that pulling her Head-Cloaths over her Face, 
and turning ſo outragious at the laſt in her Mo- 
tions, that her Father could ſcarce hold her till the 
Fit abited. After her Fit ſhe was quiet and com- 
poſed all the Time of Prayer ; and whilſt the ut 
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niſter Je&ured on the Ninth of Mark, from v. 14, 
to the zoth, was very attentive, carefully lookin 
for the Scriptures quoted, and ſo continued. ti] 
the religious Exerciſe ended, and ſometimes after, 
when acquainted, the e e that ſhe 
had e to tell, which ſhe heard ſome 
amongſt her Tormenters ſay, but durſt not re- 
veal it; upon which the Miniſter and her Mo- 
ther urged her to be free, and not obey the 
Devil; but before ſhe got a Sentence fully pro. 
nounced, in her Mother's Ear, ſhe fell into a violent 
Fit, ſo that her Mother and others could ſcarce 
hold her, till the Violence of it began to abate, 
and then her Mother told the Company, that ſhe 
way ſpeaking of a Meeting, and a Feaſt her Tor- 
menters had ſpoken of in Bargarran's Orchard, but 
was able to ſay no more. After her Recovery her 
Mother deſired her to tell the reſt of it, and ſhe 
began _ to whiſper in her Ear ; but could not 
get one Word uttered, till ſhe was ſeized again with 
another Fit, as violent as the former ; whereupon 
the Miniſter deſired them to forbear troubling 
her any further. But it was obſerved afterwards, 
that Elizabeth Anderſon, Fames Lindſay, and Thomas 
Lindſay, Three of thoſe that tormented her, con- 
felled that they and others had a Meeting in the 
Orchard at that time, though neither of them 
knew what the Girl had ſaid, or what the others 
had confeſſed concerning it. | 
A little after this, ſhe was again ſuddenly car- 
ried from them down a Pair of Stairs, which goes 
off from the Corner of the Chamber to a Cellar, 
juſt below it, where her Brother and Siſter were 
providentially gone before, to bring ſome Drink, 
with a lighted Candle, which ſhe ſoon put out: 
But they crying, and holding her by the Head- 
Cloaths, quickly diſcovered to the reſt where ſhe 
was. Upon which Mr. Alexander King, Miniſter 
of Bonnil, made haſte down Stairs, where her B - 
ther 
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ther and Siſter had loſt their Hold of her; but 
Mr. King having got Hold of her again, kept her 
in his Arms till another Candle was brought, and 
endeavouring to bring her up Stairs, declared 
that he perceived ſomething forcibly drawing 
her downwards; but ſtill keeping his Hold, the 
fell as one dead upon the Stairs, and being car- 
ried up and laid in Bed, ſhe lay ſo for à conſider- 
able time. When recovered from her Fit, ſhe 
declared, That the Occaſion of her going forcibly 
down Stairs, was, that the Crew had ſuggeſted to 
her whilſt ſhe was light-headed, that the Devil 
was in the Meal-Cheſt in the Cellar, and that if 
ſhe would go down and put out the Candle, ſhe 
might force him out of it. When ſome Fits of 
this kind were ready to ſeize her, ſhe now and 
then gave Notice thereof to thoſe that were pre« 
ſent, and earneſtly defired their Help to prevent 
her Motion, which uſually proved tc be'of good 
Effect, wherein the Divine Mercy is toward her 
much to be obſerved. 2 + gh EP 

When ſhe was in theſe flying Fits, -ſhe uſed to 
utter horrid Shrieks and Cries, not like ' thoſe of 
Rational Creatures; and Three or Four Nights 
together, when ſhe was aſleep in Bed, there were 


hearg Shrieks and Cries of the ſame kind in the 


Court, when none of the Family was without 
Doors, which very much frighted' thoſe thar' 
heard them, becauſe they exa&ly reſembled the 
Shrieks and Cries the Girl uſed to utter when ſhe 
was in her Fits; and in one of her Intervals, 
OY Family talk of thoſe Cries and Shrieks, 
and affirming they were uttered by ſome Wild 


Beaſt or another, ſhe: told them they were mi- 
ſtaken, for it was Margaret, and two other of the 
Name of Margats, called by their Crew their 
Moggi' s, that made thoſe Shrieks, the Devil ha- 
ving promiſed them at that time to carry her out 
of the Houſe, that they might mn. _ 
; ell, 
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Well, where there were Eighten more waiting

After this ſhe fell into fretting and angry Fits, 


in which ſhe was croſs to all thoſe about her, 


nothing they ſaid or did proving to her Satisfaction; 
but when reſtored to a right Compoſure of Mind, 
ſhe declared that her Tormenters ſtill ſuggeſted to 
her, and adviſed her to goto ſuch and ſuch-remote 
Places of the Houſe alone, and bring with her a 
String or Cravat, or ſome ſuch Thing, promiſing 
her Almonds and other ſweet things, and bid-her 
bring her Apron with her to hold them in ;. and 
accordingly when ſhe was ſeized again with Fits of 
this Nature, ſhe did reſolutely endeavour to repair 
to thoſe Places with a String, Cravat and Apron, 
and would ſuffer none to be in her Company, 
which put her Parents, and others under a neceſſi- 
ty of detaining her by force, and being thus pres» 
vented ſhe would Shriek and Cry hideouſly. 
On Thurſday, the Fourteenth of Janaary, at Night 
2 Joy Girl appeared to her with a ſcabbed Face, 
amongſt the reſt of her Tormenters, telling her 
the was to come to the Houſe to Morrow about 
Ten a Clock, and forbidding her to reveal it. 
The next Day in the Afternoon the Y oung Girl 
earneſtly enquired of her Mother and the reſt of 
the Family, what Beggars had come to the Gate 
that Day, and of what Countenance and Viſage 
they were of? But not knowing her Deſign in 
ſuch a Queſtion, they gave no heed to it; yet ſhe 
ſtiil inſiſting on it, and being in Company with 
her Mother and another Gentlewoman, about Four 
a Clock at Night ſhe ſaid to them, She thought 
the might tell them ſomething (the time being 
now paſt) that ſhe was forbidden to reveal; but 
as ſhe began to tell it, ſhe preſently fell a crying, 
that ſhe was tormented through her whole Body, 
however recovering from her Fit, ſhe went on 
and told them, that a ſcabbed Faced Laſs appear.

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ed to her Veſter- night, and was to be at the Gate 
at Ten a Clock, upon which the Servants being 
asked, what ſort of Beggars had been at the Gate 
that Day, they declared that amongſt others, there 
had been a Beggar-Woman at the Door and a

and received their Alms. | | 


January the Sixteenth and Seventeenth, when 
recovered of her Swooning Fits, ſhe voided at her 
Mouth a great Number of Pins, which ſhe de- 


clared 7. P. and a Gentlewoman, who had been 


always one of her moſt violent Tormentors, had 
forced into her Mouth. | : 

January the Twenty Firſt, her Fits altered agiih, 
after this manner; ſhe would fall into them with 
heavy Sighs and Groans, and hideous Out-cries, 
telling thoſe about her, that Cats, Ravens, Owls, 


and Horſes were deſtroying her, and preſſing her 


down in the Bed. And at the ſame time her 
Mother and another Gentlewoman being in the 
Room with her, declared, that immediately after 
they had taken the Girl out of the Bed in this 


Condition, they ſaw ſomething moving under the 


Bed-Cloaths as big as a Cat. 45 
The ſame Morning, in the Intervals of her Fits, 
ſhe ſaid, She heard her Tormentors / whiſper 
amongſt themſelves, and ſuggeſt to one another, 
naming J. p. the Auderſons, and others, that the 
Devil had promiſed and engaged to them, to 
carry her out at the Hall Window, to the end 
they might drown her in the Well which was 
in the Court, and then _ ſaid the World would 
believe ſhe had deſtioyed her ſelf; and the ſame 
Day, and ſeveral Days after, when ſeized with her 
grievous Fits, ſhe attempted with ſuch force to 
get our of the Window, that the SpeQators with 
their whole force could ſcarce prevent her. 
About this Time, nothing in the World would 
ſo diſcompoſe her as religious Exerciſes, if there 
| were 
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were any Difcourſes of God or Chriſt, or any of 
the Things which are not? ſeen,” and are eters 
nal, ſhe would be caſt into moſt grievous Ago. 
nies; and when ſhe tried, in her milder Fits, to 
read any Portion of 'Scripture, repeat any of the 
Pſalms, or anſwer any Queſtion of the Cate- 
chiſms, (which ſhe could do exactly well at other 
Times) ſhe was ſuddenly ſtruck dumb, and lay 
as dead; her Mouth opened to ſuch a Wideneſs, 
that her Jaws ſeemed to be out of Joynt, and pre- 
ſently they would clap together again with inere- 
dible Force. The ſame happened to her Shoulder- 
blade, her Elbow and Wriſts. She would at other 
Times lie in a benumbed Condition, and drawn 
together as if ſhe had been tied Neck and Heels 
with Ropes; and on a ſudden would, with ſuch 
Force and Violence, be pulled up, and tear all about 
her, that it was as much as One or Fwo could do 
to hold her in their Arms: But when Miniſters 
and other good Chriſtians (ſeeing her in ſuch in- 
tollerable Anguiſn) made ſerious Application by 
Prayer to God on her Behalf, ſhe had Reſpite from 
her. grievous Fits of this Kind, and was common- 
ly free from them, during moſt of the Time of 
Prayer, though ſeized by them before. Uſually 
when Miniſters began to pray, ſhe made great 
-Diſturbance by idle loud Talk, Whiſtling, Sing- 
ing and Roaring, to drown the Voice of the Per- 
ſon praying; particularly, January the Twenty 

ſecond, ſhe was more turbulent than at other 
Times, and continued ſome Space after the by 
ſter began to pray, Singing and making a hideous 
"Noiſe, fetching furious Blows with her Fiſt, and 
Kicks with her Foot at the- Miniſter, uttering re- 
Pproachful Talk to him, and calling him Dog, Oc. 
3 compoſed, and her Fits over before 
Prayer was ended, the Miniſter, when he had 
done, finding her ſober, and in a right Compoſure 
of Mind, enquired why ſhe had made ſuch Di- 
7755 ſturba nce? 
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by the Helliſh Crew about her, and that ſhe 
thought that they were none of her own Words 
that ſhe uttered. EEE... 

January the Twenty- fourth, ſhe ſaid that ſome 
Things, relating both to her ſelf and others, had 
been ſuggeſted to her by her Tormenters, bur that 
they had threatned to torment her, if ſhe ſhould 


offer to make them known: And accordingly,as ſhe 


offered to expreſs her Mind, ſhe was caſt into two 
grievous Fits, in which ſhe cried out with violent 
Pains, all the Parts of her Body becoming ſtiff, and 
extended like a Corps; her Head was twiſted round, 
and if any Body offered by Force to obſtruct ſuch 
dangerous Motions, ſhe would roar out exceeding- 
ly. Sometimes her Neck-bone ſeemed to be dif- 
located, and yet ſuddenly became ſo ſtiff, that 
there was no moving of it; and when thoſe 
grievous Agonies were over, ſhe again tried 
to expreſs her Mind in Writing, but to no Pur- 
poſe, for ſhe was inſtantly caſt into two other 
ſevere Fits, in which ſhe was ſtruck dumb, deaf 
and blind, and her Tongue drawn to a prodigious 
Length over her Chin: And when the Fits were 
over ſhe declared, That the Anderſons, J. P. the 
Gentle woman, and 5. D. with the Reſt of the 
Helliſh Crew, ſome of whom ſhe could not name, 


had been tormenting her in her Fits, and that 


there had been Fifteen of them about the Houſe 
all that Night, but that now they were all gone 
but One, who was to ſtay about the Houſe till 
her Fits were over: And accordingly her Brother 
and Siſter declared, That they ſaw in the Morning 
a Woman in the Garden, with a red Coat about 
her Head, fitting at the Root of an Apple- tree; 
But Bargarran, with moſt of the Servants, being 


abroad, that Matter was not further ſearched 
into. | 
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T hat ſame Day, about Six at Night, ſhe wag 
ſeized with a Variety of grievous Fits, in which 
ſometimes ſhe lay wholly ſenſeleſs and breathleſs, 
with her Belly ſwelled like a Drum, her Eyes 
were pulled into her Head, ſo far, that the Spe. 
ctators thought ſhe would never have uſed them 
more. Sometimes when ſhe was tying her own 
Neck-cloaths, her enchanted Hands would tie 
them ſo ſtrait, that ſhe had certainly ſtrangled 
her ſelf, if the Standers by had not prevented her; 
ſometimes ſhe offered, with Violence, to throw 
her ſelf into the Fire, and ſeveral Times ſhe ſtruck 
furiouſly at her neareſt Relations. In her Fits ſhe 
would hold Diſcourſe with her Tormenters, ask 
Queſtions concerning her ſelf and others, and re- 
ceive Anſwers from them, which none but her 


{ſelf could hear. 


She reaſoned particularly with One of them 


after this Manner. O, what ailed thee to be a. 


Witch? Thou ſay'ſt it was but three Nights ſince 
thou waſt a Witch. O if thou would'ſt repent, 
it may be God would give thee Repentance, if 
thou would'ſt ſeek it and confeſs: If thou 
woulJd'ſt deſire me, I would do what I could, for 
the Devil is an ill Maſter to ſerve, he is a Lyar 
from the Beginning; he promiſes, but he cannot 


—_ Then calling for her Bible, ſhe ſaid, 


II let thee ſee where he promiſed to our firſt Pa- 
rents, that they ſhould not die, and reading the 
Paſlage, ſaid, Now thou ſeeſt he is a Lyar ; for by 


breaking the Commandment, they were made lia- 


ble to Death here, and Death everlaſting ; O thar's 
an uncouth Word, long Eternity, never to have 
an End; had not God, of his Infinite Mercy, or- 
dained ſome to Eternal Life, through Jeſus Chriſt. 
The Devil makes thee believe thou wilt get great 
Riches by ſerving him; but come near, and 
having expreſſed that Word, ſhe loſt the Uſe of 


her Speech, her Tongue being drawn back ops 
| er 
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her Throat; yet beckening with her Hand to the 
Spectre to come near her, and turning over. the 
Book, kept her Eye upon that Paſlage of Scrip- 
ture, Job xxvii. 18. and pointing with her Finger 
at the Place, and ſhaking her Head ſhe. turned 
over the Book again, and recovering Speech, ſaid, . 
1'11 let thee ſee where God bids us ſeek and we 
ſhall find; and reading over the Place, ſhe ſaid, 
It is God that gives us every good Gift; we have 
nothing of our own; I ſubmit to his Will, 
though I never be better; for God can make all 
my Trouble turn to my Advantage, according to 
his Word; Rom. Viii. 28. which Place ſhe then 
read, and thus continued Reaſoning for the Space 
of an Hour. | | „ 
Sometimes ſhe cried out of a violent Pain, by 
Reaſon of furious Blows and Strokes received from 
the Hands of her Tormenters, the Noiſe of 
which thoſe who ſtood by heard diſtinctly, though 
they .perceived not the Hands. that gave. them. . 
One Night, ſitting with her Parents and others, 
ſhe cried * out, ſomething was Wounding her. 
Thigh; upon which her Mother preſently put- 


ing her Hand into the Girl's Pocker, found her 
Folding-knife open, which had been folded when 


put into her Pocket; but her Uncle not be- 
lieving it, again put up the Knife, and leaving it 
folded in her Pocket, on a ſudden ſhe cried odt as 
before that the Knife was Cutting her Thigh, be- 
ing unfolded by the Help of J. P. and others; 
upon which her Uncle ſearching her Pocket, found 
the Knife opened as before: This happened twice 
or thrice to the Admiration of the Beholders, 
who took ſpecial Notice, that neither her ſelf, 
nor any other viſible Hand opened ir. 115 
Jan. the 25 th ſhe was zgain ſeized with her ſwoon - 
ing Fits, with this femarkable Variation; her 
Throat was ſometimes prodigiouſly exicades,.and 
ſometimes as ſtrangely contracted, ſo that ſhe ap- 
E peared

peared in palpable Danger of being: choaked; 
and through the Violence of Pain in her Throat, 
and Difficulty of Breathing, ſtruggled with ker 
Feet and Hands, as if fome Body had been attual- 
ly ſtrangling her, and ſhe could neither ſpeak nor 
cry out to any. With theſe kind of Fits ſhe was 
frequently ſeized for ſeveral Days, and in the In- 
tervals declared, that the fore- mentioned Perſons, 
and others, (whom ſhe could not then name) were 
ſtrangling her; and that the Occaſion of her not 
having Power to ſpeak+or cry in the Fit, was a Ball 
in her Threat, which alſo was viſible to the Specta- 
tors, for they clearly diſcerned a Bunch in her 
Fhroat (whilſt in the Fit) as big as a Pullet's 
Egg. which had almoſt choak d her. ; Ta 

Sometimes ſhe was kept from eating her Meat, 
having her Teeth cloſe together when ſhe carried 
any Meat to her Mouth. Alſo ſhe was feveral 
Times kept from Drinking when at Meat; no 
ſooner taſting the Drink, but ſne was in Danger 
of being choaked. Sometimes ſhe held the Cup 

fo hard, betwixt her Teeth, that it was not, in 

the Power of thoſe that were with her to unlooſe 
it: And when any Thing had fallen out amiſs in 
the Place where ſhe was, as the Falling and Break- 
ing of a Cup, any Body, receiving Harm, or the 
like, Jhe would fall a Laughing, and rejoyce ex- 
træamly, which was far from her Temper at other

© February the Firſt, ſhe attempted to tell ſome 
Things ſhe had been forbidden by her Tormen- 
ters, upon which ſhe was grievouſly tormented. 
At the Beginning of her Fits ſhe would look odly ; 
ſometimes towards the Chimney, ſometimes to- 
wards other Places of the Room, but could not 
always tell what ſhe ſaw; yet commonly ſhe 
would name fuch and ſuch Pertons, who, ſhe ſaid, 
were then come to caſt her into Fits, And when 
any deſired her to cry to the Lord Jeſus for 8 2 5 
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her Teeth. were inſtantly ſet . cloſe; - her, Eyes 
twiſted” almoſt round, and ſhe was thrown upon 
the Floor in the Poſture. of one that had, been 
ſome Days laid out for dead; and on, a ſudden ſhe 
would recover again, and weep. bitterly to think 

what had befallen her. That ſame Day, when her 
Fits were over, ſhe ſaid, ſhe E it Was 
by Means of a Charm, that ſuch, Reſtraints were 
laid upon her, that ſhe could not tell what the 
Witches had forbidden her to make knoun; but 
the Charm might be found out, as ſhe ſaid, by 
ſearching beneath the Bed where ſhe lay; and 
having quickly done it her ſelf, ſhe; found (to the 
Apprebenſion of the Spectators) an Egg-fhell 
open in the End, which being thrown into the 
Fire melted like Wax, without any Noiſe, 
which Egg-ſhells make, when thrown into the 


Fire. 48 


After this, ſhe faid; ſhe ſhould not now be 
hand led ſo ſeverely, upon Trying to make known, 
what the Witches had forbidden her, only her 
Tongue would be drawn back into her Throat, 
which accordingly happened. She likewiſe in- 
formed her Friends of many Things ſhe had not 
Liberty to do before the Charm was found out; 
particularly, that the Tormenters had often ſolli- 
cited her to become a Witch her ſelf, and pro- 
miſed her great Riches, and perfect Health, to 
perſwade her to it: Which Temptation, througit 
the Infinite Mercy of God, ſhe ſtill refuſed, Rea - 
ſoning with them after this Manner: The Devil 
promiſes what he cannot perform; and granting 
he could fulfil his Promiſes, yet Lam ſure, from 
the Scriptures, that Hell, and the Wrath of God, 
will be the final. Reward of all ſuch as yield to 
his Wickedneſs; to which ſhe received this Re- 
ply, which none but her. ſelf could bear; Heil, 
and the Wrath of God, was not ſo, formidable as 
it was repreſented. She alſo ſaid, that the 
| ; r Witches 
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Witches had importunately urged her to give 
her Cenſent to the Taking 1 Life, of 
her young Siſter, who was at that Time upon her 
Mother's Breaft ; which Temptation alto, ſhe 
was, through the Grace of God, enabled to re- 
ſiſt. She told her Parents likewiſe, that there had 
Leen a Charm alſo laid upon the Top of the Houſe 
where her young Siſter was, (the Child having 
been ſent out to Nurſing, by reaſon of-the con- 
tinual Affliction of the Family) and that the 
Charm had been placed there by Pinched Moggy, 
who by that deſigned the Taking away of her 

_ Siſter's Life, and that this was the Cauſe why ſhe 
had ſo often, for ſome Weeks before, deſire d her 
Mother to bring home her Siſter, conſtantly af- 
firming that the Child would daily decay as long as 
ſhe ſtayed there: Whereupon, her Parents ob- 
ſerving the Decay of the Infant, even to Skin and 
Bone, they brought her Home, where ſhe re- 
covered. The Girl being asked how ſhe came to 
the Knowledge -of theſe Things, reply'd, that 
ſomething ſpeaking diſtinQly, as it were over 
her Head, had ſuggeſted theſe and other Things 
of that Nature to her. e 
February the Second, being in the Chamber with 
her Mother and others, ſhe: was ſuddenly ſtruck 
with a great Fear and Conſternation, and fell a 
Trembling upon the Sight of one John Lindſay of 
Barclock, Talking with her Father in the Hall, 

She told her Mother, the aforeſaid Lindſay had 
been always one of her moſt violent Tormenters, 
and. that ſhe had been threatned with extreame * 
Tortures, if ſhe ſhould offer to name him; where- 
upon ſhe was deſired to go towards the Place 
where he was, and -touch ſome Part of his Body 
unknown to him; which having done, with ſome 
Averſicn, The was inſtantly ſeized with extrem 
Tortures aH over her Body. Upon this Lindſay 
vastxammed, but giving no ſatisfatory Anſwer, ,

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was Jifred to take the Girl by the Hand, which 


being unwillingly prevailed with to do, the was im- 
| mediately, upon his Touch, caſt into intollerable 


Pain; her Eyes almoſt twiſted round, all the 


Parts of her Body becoming ſtiff, upon which ſhe 
fell down in the Poſture of- one chat had been, 
for ſome Days, dead; and after got up of a ſud- 
den, and began to tear her Cloarhs, threw her ſelf, 
with Violence, upon him; and when her Fits 
were over, the Standers by alſo took her by the 
Hand, but no ſuch Effects followed. © | 
About Six at Night there came an old High- 
Jand Man to Bargarran, who calling himſelf a weary 
Traveller, ſaid, He deſired to lodge there that 
Night; but the Servants refuſing him Lodgings, 
gave him ſomething by way of Alms. At this, 
Time the Giel, being in the Chamber with her 
Mother and another Gentlewoman, faid, to her 
beſt Apprehenſion, there was one of the wicked 
Crew in or about the Houſe at that Time; upon 
which the Mother made Haſte, with her Daugh- 
ter, down Stairs towards the Kirchin ; and figd- 
ing, unexpectedly, the Highland Fellow there, 


whom the Girl, accuſed as one of her Tormen- 
ters, the deſired him to take her Daughter by the 


Hand ; which he being urged to do, rhe Girl im» 
mediately, upon his Touch, was grievoully tor- 
mented in all the Parts of her Body ; whereupon 
Bargarran gave Orders to ſecure him. 


The next Morning, the Miniſter being como 


to viſit the Girl, he called for the Highland Fel- 
low, and having examined him about this Matter, 
without any ſatisfactory Anſwer, he brought the 
Child out of the Chamber, covering her Face, and 
almoſt her whole Body with his Cloak, and giving 
Signs to the Highland Man ts touch her in this

Shortly after this, 
being being ſtill affected with her light Fit, ſhe 
whiſpered in her Mother's Ear, the Devil was now 
appearing to her again in the Shape of a Gentle- 
man. And being inſtantly ſeized with her light 
Fit, in which ſhe was both blind and deaf, ſhe 
was diſtinctly heard, arguing after this Manner; 
Thou hinkſt to tempt me to be a Witch, but 
through God's Strength thou ſhalt never be tle 
better : I charge thee in the Name of God to be 
gone, and thy Papers too ; in the Lord's Strength 
I'll not fear thee: I'll ſtand here, and ſee if thon 
can come one Step nearer me, I think thou feareft 
me, more than I fear thee. Then turning her 
ſelf again, ſhe was hurried to and fro with Vio- 
lence through the Room, as formerly, faying, 
She was bitten or pinched very much in the 
Hands with Teeth, and nipped with Fingers 
above Twenty four times, which occaſioned her 
to ſhriek horridly, and cry out every time ſhe 
received them, ſhewing and pointing with her 
Finger to thoſe Parts of her Arm and Leg which 
tad been pinched and bitten; but neither faw 
nor heard any about her. And accordingly the 
Spectators viſibly diſcerned the evident Marks 
of the Teeth and Nails of Fingers upon her 
Arms and Legs.

amongſt her Tormenters, and particularly upon 
the Lord's Day, Feb. the 12th, and the Monday fol- 
lowing the ſaid J. R appearing to her, fadly vexed 
her, telling her ſhe! was commiſſioned ſo to do, 
the Gentle woman M. M. having a Pain in her Head 


at that time, and ſo not able to come forth. In 


relation to which it is worthy Obſervation, that 


the Girl declared M. M. to have appeared about 


two Days after, with her Head bound up with a 


Handkerchief, in which Poſture ſhe did not for- 


merly appear. 


On Thurſday, February the 25th, She continued 
in her former Fits, weeping bitterly - and com- 


plaining of a Pain in both her Sides, ſhe alſo told

Night to be in very grievous and ſevere Bits, 


her Tormenters being reſolved to choak her, by

Upon the Lord's Day, being the laſt of February 
about Five a Clock in Lhe Afternoon, the fell into 
fevere Fits, attended with loud laughing, leap- 


ing, 
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ing, and running with Violence to and fro; and af. 
terwards wept very much; crying out of Pain, and 
that a little Highland Man (whom ſhe knew to be 
ſuch by his Habit and Speech) was now breaking her 
Leg; which (becauſe of Pain) ſhe ſcarce could get 
told in the Fit, and putting her Hand to the Part 
of her Leg affected, the Spectators untying her 
Stocking, diſtinctly ot ſerved, a ſevere Bruiſe on 
her Shin-bone, which when touched, did fo pain 
her, that ſhe ſhrieked and cried horridly, and 
when recovered declared, that the little Highlewd 
Fellow had given her that Bruiſe. After this ſhe 
voided at her Mouth a crooked Pin, which the 
Laid the Highland Fellow had forced into her 
Mouth, and deſigned to choak her. 
The firſt Eight Days of March, ſhe continued 
in her former Fits, with little Variation, voiding 
at her Mouth a great Number of ſmall Pins, and 
often fainted and fell dead upon the Ground ſud- 
dainly, ſtruggling with her Feet and Hands; 
by all which her natural Spirits were much 
weakened and exhauſted; ſometimes alfo ſhe at- 
tempted to go into the Fire. About this time 
when Miniſters and other Chriſtians met in the 
Family for Prayer, ſhe uſed at the Beginning of 
the Work to make great Diſturbance, particularly 
March 2. which Day being ſer a-part for Faſti 
and Prayer, ſhe was for ſome time very compoſed, 
till ſuddainly a ftrong Blaſt of Wind forced open 
the Windows of the Room; upon which ſhe was 
inſtantly ſeized with a violent Fit, whilft the 
Minifter was ſupplicating God that ſhe might

back to the Houſe, her Mother entered the Tower. 
Gate fixſt, with the Girl at her back, and. Mar. 
garet Campbel tartying a little while at the Gate, 
her Mother went into the Kitchin, ſuppoſing they 
had both been with her, whereas the- Girl wag 
ſuddainly carried away in a flight up Stairs, with 
ſo ſwift a Motiqn and ſo unaccountably, that 
her Abſence was not in the leaſt ſuſpeQed, but her 
Mother turning about and miſſing her, cried, - 
where is Chriſtian and Margaret Campbel! and in» 
ſtantly running up Stairs to look for the Girl 
heard a Noiſe, and following the ſame, found 
her leaping and dancing upon one of the Stairs, 
being ſeized with Fits, out of which being re- 
covered, ſhe told, that 5.

there. About Six a Cleck that ſame Night, be- 
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cime up Stairs, to the Amazement of thoſe that 
remembred what the Girl had juſt ſaid. The Girl 
continued afterwards blind and deaf, yet was 
heard in the Preſence of the Sheriff, &c. diſcour. 
ſing with ſome inviſible Being near her, ſaying, 
Is the Sheriff come, is he near me ? and ſtretch. 
ing forth her Hand to feel if any Body was near 
her, the Sheriff put his Hand in hers ; notwith. 
ſtanding which, ſhe faid to the inviſible Being 
ſhe diſcourſed with; I cannot feel the Sheriff, how 
can he be preſent here? Or how can I have him by 
the Hand, as thou ſayeſt, ſince I feel it not? Thou 
ſayeſt he hath Brown Cloaths, Red Pluſh-Breeches, 
with black Stripes,aflowered Muflin Cravat, and an 
Embroidered Sword- belt; Thou ſayeſt there is an 
Old Grey. Haired Man with him, having a Ring 
upon his Hand, but I can neither ſee nor feel 
any of them ; Is this their Errand indeed? TheGir] 
being asked, how ſhe came to the Knowledge of 
theſe ſtrange Things, replied as formely in the 
like Cafe, That ſomething ſpeaking diſtinctly, as 
over her Head, ſuggeſted them to her. It is very 
obſervable; that the Perſons aforeſaid had that 
ſame Afternoon got an Order from the Com- 
miſſioners of Juſticiary, to apprehend the ſame 
 Gentlewoman, and were ſo far on their way to 
put it in Execution againſt the next Morning; 
but being Witneſſes to the Girl's Trouble, and 
hearing what ſhe had told, wiz. That a Delay in 
that er would prove exceeding dangerous to 
her, they went ſtrait on, on their 1 to the 
Gentlewoman's Houſe, and put their Warrant in 
Execution, that ſame Night. The Girl continued 
to be violently tormented, ſometimes lying with 
her Neck, and other Parts of her Body upon the 
Ground, as if they had been disjointed, and 
ſomerimes-endeavouring to throw her ſelf into 
the Fire. About Ten a Clock, her Father, who 


had not gone with the Sheriff, began to read K 
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the Bible, and ſhe repeated the Words after him, 


though blind and deaf, which made the Speckators 
N e that ſne had the Senſe of hearing in

ſe Fits, at leaſt when the Word of God was 
read. To find out the Truth of which, her Fa- 
ther ceaſed from reading, yet ſhe continued to 
repeat the following Verſes of the Chapter, tho 
none in the Room was reading, and ſhe. her ſelf 


had no Book, but was heard to ſay to ſome inviſible, 


Being; Wilt. thou teach me a Part of the Old 
Teſtament as well as the New. She continued 
in her Fit, and ſaid to the People that were pre- 
ſent ; now it is Twelve a Clock, O! it is now 
paſt Twelve; ſometimes lying as one dead thro? 
the Violence of the Pain, and Decay of her Na- 
tural Spirits; ſometimes again recovering, ſhe en- 
deavoured to expreſs ſomething, but could nor. 
A great Quantity of crooked Pins iſſued out of 
her Mouth, and her Body being prodigiouſly di- 
ſtorted with Pain, ſhe complained of that Pain 
very grievouſly. Thus ſhe continued till half 
an Hour paſt Twelve at Night, when ſuddainly 
ſhe recovered, to the Admiration of the Beholders, 
telling them, ſhe might now go to Bed, being 
told by ſome inviſible Informer, That the Sheriff 
and the other Gentleman the Macer had now 
entered the Gentlewoman's Houſe, and accord- 
ingly going to Bed, ſhe was no further diſturbed 
that Night. It is worthy of Remark here, that 


the Sheriff and Macers at their Return declared,

Saturday, March the 20th, About Ten a Clock 
in the Forenoon, ſhe was ſuddainly ſeized with 
Fits, falling down as dead, with her Eyes cloſed, 
and ſometimes again opening and turning in her 
Head; ſhe neither ſaw nor heard any about her, 


but was hurried with Violence to and fro through 


the Room, crying out with a loud Voice when

How is 
it with thee? and anſwered him diſtinctly to

Eyes by one of the Company, ſhe did not ſee 
it, but as ſoon as it was put into the Hand of 


James Lindſay, She asked him where he had got 


that Box? She continuing in this Condition, 
the Sheriff and her Father being preſent, thought 
fit to confront M. M. who was now come, to try 
if the Girl would ſee or hear her, as ſhe had done 
James Lindſay, which accordingly they did. And 
as ſoon as M. M. entered the Door, the Girl (tho' 
ſtill in her Fit) preſently ſmiled and ſaid, I ſee 
the Gentlewoman now; though ſhe had never 
ſeen her perſonally before, but only by the 
Spectre in her Fits. She likewiſe heard when ſhe 
oke to her, and anſwered diſtinctly ro ſome 
Tueſhons propoſed by her, ſuch as, When it was 
ſhe had feen her tormenting her? To which ſhe 
anſwered, She had ſeen Her the other Night in 
her Fits; and further challenged her why ſhe had 
reſtrained her from making known the Highland 
Woman's Name? adding, Thou pretendeſt thou 
knoweſt not what I ſay, Thou knoweſt well 
enough. Upon which the Gentlewoman, ſud- 
dainly, without being deſired, prayed, That the 
Lord might fend the Girl her Health, ſaying, 
Lord help-thee poor fooliſh Child, and rebuke the 
Devil. Which Words were no ſooner es

but the Girl fell down as dead, and being carried 
to another Room, forthwith recovered of her 
blind, deaf, and light-headed Fir, became per- 
fectly well, and continued ſo for ſome Time.

had Freedom to look J. M. in the Face without 
being ſeized with Fits, which for a conſiderable 
Time before ſhe could not do, when before any 
of her Tormenters.

On Tueſday, March the 23d, The Girl, being 
alicep in her Mother's Bed, about Three a Clock 
in the Morning. was ſuddainly awakened (having 


for ſome time ſtruggled in her Sleep) in great 


Fear and Conſternation, and being ſeized with 
her blind and deaf Firs, rook faſt Hold of her 
Mother, declaring to her Father and her, that 
the Devil was ſtanding near the Bed affaulting 
her, vpon which ſhe cried out ſuddenly, God Al- 
mighty keep me from thy Meetings; I will die 
rather than go to them ; I will never through the 
Grace of God renounce my Baptiſm ; for I fhall 
certainly go to Hell if I do ir. Thou fayft 1 
ſhall go to Hell however, becauſe I am a great 
Sinner; but I believe what the Word of God 
ſays, though I have many Sins, yet the Blood of 
Chriſt cleanſes from all Sin ; and I will not add 
that great Wickedneſs to my other Sins which 
thou art tempting me to. It is no Wonder thou 
lieſt to me, when thou liedſt to God's Face. I 
know thou art a Lyar from the Beginning, and the 
red Coat thou promiſedſt me, I know thou canſt 
not perform it : And though I ſhould never recover, 
Jam reſolved, never to renounce my Baptiſm. 
Tt is God that hath kept me all the time from be- 
ing a Witch, and I truſt. he will yet by his Grace 
keep me, not becauſe of any Thing in me, but of 
his own great Mercy; and that he who hath kept 
me hitherto from being devoured by thee, I hope 
will yet keep me. This Conference continued

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near the Space of an Hour, her Father, Mother, 


and others being Ear-Witneſſes to the ſame. 


And after Recovery the Girl declared, That it 
was the Devil, in the. Shape of a naked Man 
in a Shirt, having much Hair upon his Hands 
and his Face, like Swines Briſtles, who appeared 
to her, tempting her as above-mentioned. . 

Until the Sabbath following ſhe continued in 


the light Fit, but every. Morning and Evening. 


was ſeized with her ſevere Fit, and continued 
ſtill to name M M. (who was at this Time ſer at 
Liberty) the forementioned J. M. E. T. a Highs 
land Woman, and others, as being her Tormen- 
ters. It is requiſite to obſerve here, that M. M.

Girl, tormenting her in her Fits, and continued 
ſo to do ſeveral Days; particularly on the Satur- 
day, March the 27th, after ſhe was ſet at Liberty, 
on which Day the Girl was heard to name her 
in her Fits, and ſaying to her, wilt thou ſay 
God help me poor and mad, or fooliſh Child, as 
thou didſt the other Day before the Judges? Art 
thou wiſhing the Devil to take me? Where is 
= pr thou waſt cloathed with the other 
ay? 

n the Sabbath Morning, March the 28th, The 
Girl through God's great Mercy towards her, was 
perfectly recovered from all her Fits, and be- 
came as well, ſenſible and compoſed as ever. 

If it be queſtioned, how the Truth of all theſe 
Things is atreſted; there is none of thoſe Par- 
ticulars, but what had the Witneſſes Names in- 
ſerred at the End of every Paragraph, and are 
atteſted before the Commiſhoners for Enquiry 
at Renfrew, by the Subſcriptions of the reſpective 
Witneſſes. But ſince the Placing of them fo now 
would have occaſioned the Repetition of ſeveral 
Perſon's Names, and _ 1e Narrative ſwell 
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too much; we thought it fitteſt to ſet down the 


End of the Narrative ; and rather becauſe thoſe 
Things fell not. out in a private Corner, but 
Thouſands in this Country have been Ear 
and Eye Witneſſes of them, and have been fully 
convinced of a diabolical Hand in the Affliction 
of the Gul. / [5 ol . 
We ſhall only here make mention of a few of 
thoſe that witneſſed theſe Relations, as, the Fa- 
ther, Mother, Grandmother, and neareſt Rela.

A OUT the Twenty Fourth, or Twenty

was firſt' brought to her, I could hardly be per- 
ſwaded, there was any Need of me or any Man 
elle of my Profeſſion, the Child appeared ſo 

brisk and vigorous in Motions, ſo chearful, and 
of ſo florid, and of fo good a Colour, and ina 
Word, to outward Appearance every way health- 
ful; but it was not long till I found my ſelf 
obliged to alter my Thoughts of her; for I had

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not been above Eight or Ten Minutes in the 
Room, till ſhe aroſe from her Seat, and acquainted 
the Company that ſhe was inſtantly to be ſeized 
-with a Fit; and ſo being ſtrait way carried to 
Bed, I obſerved a conſiderable Stiffneſs and Dif. 
tention in her left Hypochgadre, which falling 
in a trice, ſhe was taken with horrid convulſive

and Neck. eſpecially. This was accompanied 
with heavy Groans at the firſt, which as ſoon 28 
the was able to frame Words were converted in- 
to a Kind of expoſtulatory Murmuring againſt 
ſome Women, two whereof ſhe always named ; 
one of them ſhe called Naiſmich, as I remember, 
and the other Campbel. All theſe Symptoms I 
thought were very reducible to the Effect of

- Having read many ſuch Stories in Authors, and

obſerved her narrowly, and was confident ſhe had

to a high Degree, and Rigidity of the whole Body ; 
yet ſhe fancied as at other times, ſhe ſaw many 
ſuch People, as have been already named, abous 
her; but the Voiding, or rather Pulling our of 
the Things above-named, did no ſooner ceaſe, 
but as in all her Fits, when ſhe was able to 
ſpeak, ſhe conſtantly cried out, that they were 
pinching or pricking her. Thoſe Firs were 

both more ſevere, and more frequent than be- 
fore, and followed with an Alienation of Mind 
for ſome time. I have ſeen her too, when free 


of all other Fits, ſuddainly ſeized with Dumb. 


neſs, her Tongue being ſtrangely contrafted, ſo 
that it appeared to her ſelf, as ſhe expreſſed it, 
as if the People were drawing it down her Throat. 
This I dechare on Conſcience, and in moſt ſolemn 
Manner is what I have feen and handled; and 
were it not for the Hairs, Hay, Straw, and other 
Things, wholly contrary to human Nature, I 
ſhould not deſpair to reduce all the other Symp- 
toms to their proper Claſſes in the Catalogue of 
Human Diſeaſes : Written and Signed at Glaſgow, 
the Thirty firſt, Day of December 1696, By me,

Being deſired by John Shaw, of Bargarran, 


to declare what I know of his Daughter 


_ Chriſtian's" Condition, I do it as follows. 


BOUT the latter End of October laſt, She 
'A was brought hither, to have Dr. Brisben's 
Advice about her Health, and I was employed 
as Apothecary. The Child was about Eleven 
Years of Age, of a good Habit of Body as far as 
I could judge ; but now and then fell into Con- 
vulſions, Swoons, and a little Lightneſs of Head; 
and when recovered out of theſe Fits, ſne would be 
perfectly well again, and by the Uſe of the Means the 
Dr. preſcribed, ſhe ſeemed to be free of her Diſtem- 
per; whereupon ſhe was taken back to the Coun- 
try; but had not been long there till ſne became 
worſe than before, and was ſent hither again, to 
be under the Doctor's Care; and after her Fits 
the took out of her Mouth, without any Preſſure 
or Vomiting Tufts of Hair, Straw, long -and 


folded together, burnt Coals, Peices of Bones, 


Leather, Chips of Timber, and ſeveral other 
Things, ſeveral of which ſhe hath taken out.of 
her Mouth and given to me, whilſt we were con- 
verſing together. And upon the 2oth of November 
laſt, when I went to ſee her, I found her in 2 
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gwoon, whereinto ſhe had fallen, 5 as I came 
to the Houſe. When ſhe had lain ſo for ſome Time, 
ſhe aroſe in a great Rage, beat all about her, frown- 
ing with her Countenance, and expreſſing a great 
deal of unknown Language, in an angry Manner. 
Then ſhe put the Tuft of a Highland Belt, which 
was girt about her, into her Mouth, and pulled 
with her Hand ſo hard, that if we had not cut 
the Belt with a Knife, ſhe had in all Probability 
drawn out her Teeth; upon which ſhe tore the 
Tuft all to Pieces with her Teeth, and afterwards 
fell a tearing her Cloaths, and her Shoẽs, which 
ſhe pulled off, and every Thing ſhe could get in- 
to her Hands. Then ſhe fell into a dumb Fit, 
as ſhe called it, in which all her Body was ſo con- 
vulſed and diſtorted, that I endeavoured to pur 
her Arms into a better Poſture, but found them ſo 
ſtiff, that I could not bring them to their natural 
Poſture without breaking them. Then ſhe aroſe 
out of that Fit, and went up and down the Room, 
and would have gone through the Wall, muttering 
the former unknown Language. After this ſhe 
fell head-long on the Ground, as if ſhe had been 
thrown down with Violence, where ſhe lay for 
ſometime as Dead, but afterwards aroſe, as if ſhe 
had been ſomething recovered, and fell a reaſon» 
ing very diſtinctly, thus; Ketie, what ails thee at 
me ? I am ſure I never did thee wrong. Why ſhould thou 
trouble me ? Come let us agree, let there be no mare Dif- 
ference betwixt u. And putting out her Hands as 
if ſhe would have taken her by the Hands, the 
ſaid, Let us ſhake Hands together; then pulling in 
her Hand again, ſhe ſaid, well Ketie, I cannot help 
it, you will not agree with me; and having pro- 
nounced thoſe Words ſhe immediately fell into- 
another Fit, and ſwooned; and out of that into 
another Rage, in which ſhe bit her own Fingers, 
and tore her Hands upon Pins that were in her 
own Cloaths; after which ſhe appeared angry ; 
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led out all the Pins and threw them away. And 
after ſne had been tormented thus for more than 
half an Hour, without any Intermiſſion, ſhe re- 
covered and became perfectly well. Upon that, I 
asked her how ſhe was? To which ſhe anſwered, 
ſhe had juſt now a very bad Fit, for during the 
Fir, ſhe Loew no Body, neither took any Notice 
of me, though I mgved her Body, and ſpoke often 
to her. I asked her again, what ſhe ſaw in her 
Fits? ſhe anſwered, I ſaw Catherine Campbel, Axnes 
Naiſmith, Alexander Anderſon, and others that ſhe 
did not know. I enquired again, What Catharine 
Campbel was doing? ſhe told me, ſhe was going to 
thruſt a Sword into her Side, which made her fo 


deſirous to be agreed with her. And when ſhe had 


told me this, inſtant ly ſhe fell into another Swoon, 
and repeated all that was ſaid before, and much 
more, which I have partly forgor, and in each 
of thoſe two Fits ſhe continued Half an Hou 
All this I declare upon Conſcience, and in moſt 
ſolemn Manner, to be Truth, in Teſtimony wheres

mould confeſs ; but the very Morning they were 
to meet. the

above-mentioned, confeſs'd, which was a Surprize 
to every one that came to attend the Court ; ſince

were; but freely confeſſed without any Body de- 
ficing them, nor had they ſuch Means of Inſtruction 
as others had. Their Confeſſions agreed as to the

viſible Matters of Fact; only they were fo punctual 
15 to name ſome of the indicted Perſons, whom 


they did not fee at thoſe Rendevouzes; and 


great Care was taken to compare their Teſti. 
monies with what had been already diſcovered, 
and to try their certain Knowledge by new Queſti- 
ons when they were ſeparated from one another, 


c. Thus the whole Matter was ſo evident, thar 


the Commiſſioners with the general Approbation 
of the moſt intelligent Men in the Country, who 
came to attend the Court, approved the Pro- 
ceedings of the Proceſs, and bringing ſeven of 
the beſt known Criminals (for whom an Advocate 
appeared) to Tryal. Accordingly there were ſome 
Days allowed for the Perſons indiQed, to give in 
their Informations upon the finding the Bill; and at

n the 21ſt of May, 1697, after a 
the Seren Witches, there is an Ariat ſub. 
ſcribed by Mr. Patrick Simſon, Miniſter of Ren- 
frew ; Walter Scot Baily there, &c. of this Import; 
John Reid, Smith at Inchannan Priſoner, did in Pre- 
ſence of the ſaid Perſons and ſome others, declare, 
that about a Year ago, the Devil (whom afterwards 


he knew to be ſuch) appeared to him when he 


was travelling in the Night-time, bur ſpoke none 
to him at the firſt Encounter. At the ſecond 
Appearance he gave him a Bite or Nip in the 
Loyn, which he found painful for a Fortnight; 
thar the third Time he appeared as a black Man, 
e deſired him to engage in his Service, upon 
Aſſurance of getting Riches and Comfort in the 

| World; 
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World - and that he ſhould not want any Thing 


that he would ask in the Devil's Name ; and then 


he renounced his Baptiſm, putting one hand to the 
Crown of his Head, and the other to the Sole of 


his Foot; thereby giving himſelfup to Satan's Ser. 


vice; after which the Pain of theBite or Nip ceaſed, 
He ſaid, that hitherto there was none others pre- 
fent with them; but afterwards he was at ſeveral 
Meetings, particularly at that in Bargarran's Yard, 
about the Time when there was a Faſt for Chriſtian 
Shaw, where the Devil appeared in the ſame Kind 
of Garb as he firſt appeared to him, and they con- 
ſulted Chriſtian s Death, either by Worrying or 
Drowning her in the Well ; and the Devil ſaid he 
would warrant them, that they ſhould neither be 
heard, ſeen, nor confeſs; to which End he gave 
every one of them a Bit of Fleſh; that the Depo- 
nent got one of them, but let it fall and did not 
eat it. He afterwards owned his Confeſſion, in 
the Preſence of the Laird of Jordan- Hill the Mi- 
niſter, Mr. Andrew Cochran Town Clark, and Baily 
Paterſon ; and being asked by Jordan-Hill, how they 
were advertiſed of their Meetings; he ſaid, that 
commonly at their Meetings, the Time of the 


next was appointed; bur for particular Warning 


there appeared a black Dog with a Chain abour 
his Neck, who tinkling it, they were to follow, 
c. And being asked by the Miniſter, if he did 
now wholly renounce the Devil (for he had for- 
merly told how Satan did not perform his Pro- 
miſe) and give himſelf to Jeſus Chriſt, and deſire 
to find Mercy in God through him ; he conſented 
to the ſame. Itis to be obſerved, that John Reid 
after his Confeflion, had called out of the Priſon 
Window, deſiring Baily Scot to keep that oh 
dy Angus Forreſter, who had been his Fellow Pri- 


ſoner, cloſe and ſecure ; whereupon the CHmpa- 


ny asked John, when they were leaving hi on 
Friday Night the 21 of May, whether he deſired 
Company 
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Company or would be afraid alone, he ſaid he 
had no Fear of any thing: So. baing left till Satur- 
day in the Afternoon he was found in this Poſture; 
Fiz. ſitting upon the Stool which was on the Hearth 
of the Chimney, with his Feet on the Floor and 
his Body ſtraight upwards, his Shoulders touching 
the Lintel of the Chimney, but his Neck tyed 
with his own Neckcloth (the Knot of which was 
behind) to a ſmall Stick thruſt into a Hole above 
the Lintel of the Chimney ; upon which the Com- 
pany and eſpecially John Campbel a Surgeon who 
was called, thought at Firſt, as he was in an or- 
dinary Poſture of ſitting, and the Neckcloth not 
having any drawn Knot, but an ordinary one 
which was not very ſtrait, and the Stick not 
having the Strength to bear the Weight of his 
Body, or the Struggle, that he had not been quite 
dead; but finding it otherwiſe, and that he was 
in ſuch a Scituation, that he could not have been 
the Actor thereof himſelf, concluded that ſome 
extraordinary Agent had done it; eſpecially con- 
ſidering that the Door of the Room was ſecured, 
and that there was a Board ſec over the Win- 
dow, which was not there the Night before when 
they leiht ² t | 

We ſhall add but little as to what paſſed at the 
Execution of the Seven Witches, becauſe there is 
no ſubſcribed Atteſtation of it; and our Deſign is 
to advance nothing, but what ſtands warranted 
by Teſtimonies: of known Credit beyond Contra- 
diction; yet it is well known when they were 
going to the Stake, one of the Lindſays was over= 
heard ſaying to the other, now Brother it is high 
time that we ſhould confeſs, fince our keeping it up 
will ſerve us to no purpoſe, or the like Expreffion ; 
to which the other anſwered, that he ſhould never 
do that, & , And Margaret Lang before Execution 
confeſſed, that when the Devil firſt appeared, ſhe: 
knew him not to be ſuch, till after wards he gave 


her the ſenſible Marks found upon her Body, ſhe 
G yiclded 
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yielded to engage herſelf in his Service by a Co- 
venant ; and beſides publick Meetings, ſhe had been 
above 80 Times in private Conferences with him. 


| Being asked by a near Relation of ther own, as 


to her being in Bargarran's Houſe rormentingChrifi. 
an Shaw, the anſwered in theſe Words; the Devil 


having an abſolute Power and Dominion over me, 


cariied my Shape where he would; and it is known 
how ſhe. confeſſed unnatural Luft, and profound 
Hypocriſy, &. Though it appeared from herMein 


and other Circumſtances, that theſe things drop- 


ped from her at Seaſons, when natural Ingenuity 
and the Vigour of Truth got the Aſendant over the 
Devil. So Agnes Naiſmith, &c. frequently told 
the Miniſter, that their Hearts and Tongues were 
bound vp in ſuch a Manner, that they could not 
expreſs what they would. And ſometimes it ap- 
peared from ocular Inſpection of their - Uſage, 


that convulſive Damps ſeized their Heads; when 


they attempted to make any fuch Diſcovery. 

- There are two remarkable Inſtances in' the Caſe 
of Cat harine Campbel, who-was the chief Inſtrument 
and Author of the Girl's Trouble, viz. an eminent 
Miniſter diſcourſing before reputable Witneſles to 
the ſaid -Catharine. and enquiring, if ſhe did not 


diſtinctly remember the godly Counſels and gracio- 


us Admonitions, which chriſtian Shaw, while in a Fit 
(mentioned in the Narrative) gave her at a certain 
Time, and inſtancing ſome Particulars thereof, ſhe 
anſwered with heavy Groans, Yes 1 remember; but 
being asked, * the would not confeſs the reſt 
as well as that Paſſage, and finding her ſelf there. 
by caught, ſhe began to retract, and ſeemed to be 
confounded, This happened whilſt ſhe was in 
Priſon, before the Tryal; and after it, in the Pre- 
ſence of ſeveral Witneſſes, the ſpoke theſe Words; 
That the Doom pronounced on her was moſt juſt, 
and that ſhe could not free herſelf of Witchcraft. 
But upon ſuch Attempts ſhe fell down | dead, 
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iſtended, fix or ſeven Times ſucceſſively, 
tennefs which was both ſurprizing and 
convineing to the Spectators. Ort which Occaſion 
it was obſerved; that immediately before rhe 
falling into thoſe Fits, and upon her attempting 
to ſpęeak, when Things were charged home to her 
Conſcience, her Mouth ſeemed to be contratted, 
and ſhe uttered heavy Moans, upon which Con- 
vulſions followed, and when ſhe roſe out of them, 
ſhe became more obſtinate and inflexible; and when- 
ever there was any Appearance of her being more 
plyant, the forementioned Fits eame upon her. 
To the Account we have given, we ſhall add 
ſome' Paſſages omitted in the Narrative, atteſted 
by ſome of the ſame Perſons that were Witneſſes 
to the other Matters mentioned therein. 
Particularly the Girl declares, that in one of 
her Conflicts with the Devil, he told her, how a 
certain Miniſter (for whom the had a particular 
Reſpe&). compiled his Sermons throughout the 
Weck, of Books he chiefly. made uſe of, and ſeve- 
ral other Matters as to his Method of Study in 
his Cloſet, which no Mortal could know by ordi- 
nary Means; by which without doubt Satan par- 
ticularly deſigned (though by a very falſe Argu- 
ment,) to raiſe the Eſteem of Books before Sermons 
collected out of them; concealing in the mean 
time, both the Gift of improving Helps, and the 
Bleffing promiſed to the Hearer of the Word 
preached, When the Lady Bargarran received the 
two Peices of Red Cloth which the Girl had torn 
from one of thè Witches Sleeves as above- men- 
tioned, ſhe locked them up and kept the Key. 
Notwithſtanding which Caution, ſome Friends 
having come to viſit the Girl, and being deſirous 
to ſee the ſaid Pieces of Cloth; ſhe being in one of 
her Fits laughed and ſaid, that her Mother needed 
not to ſeek for them in the Place where they were 
locked up, the 3 having taken them away 
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and laid them in the Corner of the Cellar; and ac. 
cordingly being ſearched for, they were found in 
the particular Place ſhe mentioned, Another ſuch 
Paſſage happened to a Friend of Bargarran s, who 
went with him to ſollicit a Commiſſion from the 
Council; for .he baving brought along with him 
theſe Pieces of Cloth, butroned up in his Pocket, 
and ſecured them, as he thought, they were miſ.- 
ſing in the Morning; but after Search, found at a 
good diſtance from his Pocket, though no viſible 1 
Thing had been in the Room to open it, or carry

. Laſtly, it is to be obſerved, that the Young Girl 
_ Chriſtian Shaw, diſcovers a great Sagacity in her 
_ Diſcourſe and Obſervations, but attended with ex- 
traordinary Modeſty. She obſerved amongſt other 
Things,that the Doors and Windows did open and 
| Thur, upon the Entry of the Witches, and that 
there was at no time ſuch a Number of them about 
her, as the Room might not very well contain, 
with the viſible Perſons therein, contained; And 
the likewiſe obſerved them to change their Places 
with a great deal of Agility, when any other came 
into it, or offered to attack them, upon her point- cor 
ing where they were. And ſhe often averred, from act 
the Inſtance of the Spirit that ſpoke to her above 
ber Head, told their Names, and gave her other 
Means of diſcovering of them, & c. that Satan 
does often contrive their Ruin, by the moſt indiſ- 
cernable Methods he can; becauſe if he did it 
openly, it would ſeare others from engaging with

of the ſeven Mitees. 


T HE Truth of the ſtrange Things contained in- 
the preceeding Narrative, was at the Firſt on- 
ly carefully ſearch'd into by private Perſons; but 
at laſt became ſo notorious, that upon Application, 
founded on a Journal of thoſe extraordinary Events, 
and atteſted by many of the Gentry in the Coun- 
try the Privy Council gave a Commiſſion for en- 
quis ö, 

The Honourable Perſons to whom this was re- 
commended, did with great Impartiality aH Ex- 
actneſs make a Report, which influenced the Go»: 
vernment to order the Execution of Juſtice upon 
ſome of thoſe Witches, who otherwiſe might have 
lurked without being diſcovered. 

Upon this the Council directed a ſecond Com- 
miſſion, for the Tryal of thoſe that appeared to 
them to be moſt charged by the Evidence of the 
Wirneſles, produced on the firſt Commiſſion. Se- 
veral of the Judges were not only Perſons of Ho- 
nour, but alſo of ſingular Knowledge and Experi- 
ence, and accordingly proceeded with extraordinary 
Caution; and were ſo far from Precipitancy in the 
Affair, that after ſeveral Diets of Court they ad- 
journed to a long Term, that in the mean time 
the Priſoners might be provided with Advocates. 
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Accordingly an Advocate appeared for them, 
and managed their Defence with all the Accuracy 
that could be expeCted. There were above twenty 
Hours employed at one Diet, in Examination bf 
Witneffes ; and the Jury being ſhut up, ſpent above 
Six Hours in comparing the Evidence; whete. 
upon ſeven of the moſt notorious Criminals were 
convicted and condemned. | 

The Crimes charged and proved againſt them, 
were not meer ſpectral Imaginations, but obvious 
and plain Matter of Fact. Vr. The Murders of 
fome Children, and Perſons of Age; and Tormenting 
of ſeveral Perſons, particularly Bargarran's Daugh- 
ter; and both theſe not at a Diſtance, but conti- 
güoufly by natural Means of Cords, Pins and the 


Iike. Beſides the other ordinary Means of Witch. 


craft, ſuch as renouncing Baptiſm, entering in 


Contract with, and adoring the Devil ina corpo- 
ral Shape, &r. which could not but be ſuſtained as a 


ſofficient Ground for a Tryal in Scotland, finte 


there is an exprefs Statute, Parlikment 9.

73. Queen Mary, ordering ſuch Perfons to be

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Firſt confiſted of nnſuſpeRed Witneſſes, who proved 
Fact; from whence it was neceflarily inferred, 


that there was Witchcraft in the Caſe. The Se- 


cond did include unexceptionable Witneſſes, who 


deponed upon Facts, which made it probable, if 
not neceſſary, that the Perſons indifted were the 


Witches. The Third comprehended fix poſitive 
Teftimonies,of thofe who ſaw and heard theWirches 


committing the Crimes charged in the Indictment. 


The only valuable Subje& of Debate, was as 
to the Import of theſe laſt Teſtimonies; ſive 
whereof were by Confeſſants, who had been at 
the Meetings wherein the Crimes were committed;

ake the Probation the more convincing, 
it was adduced orderly in three Periods. The 
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one of the Perſons affi:&ed. The antecedent Part 
of the Probation was by Witneſſes beyond-E xcep- 
tion. And the Judges upon Debate ſuſtained four of 
theſe Six, cammra;and Two of them to be examined 
without Oath. So nice were they in favour of the 
Criminals Lives, ſince ſome of theſe Witneſſes 
might have been admitted in fuch a Crime without 
any Quality, by the moſt ſcrupulous Jadicatory 
in Europe. But all Things were carried on in this 
Proceeding with Tenderneſs and Moderation, For 
even the Advocates, who were ſent to proſecute 
the Indicment by his Majeſties Council and Ad- 
vocate, did not att with the Byaſs of Parties, but 
on the contrary, ſhewed an equal Concern to have 


the accuſed Perſons abſolved, if it could be found- 


competible with Juſtice, - DEE 
For which Reaſon it is not doubted, but the two 


following Letters (one of which contains an Abridg- 
ment of the Advocates Speech tothe Jury, and the 


other of their Anſwers to the Objections of the 
Confeſſants Witneſſes) will afford a ſatisfactory 


View of the chiefeſt Part of the Tryal, ſince the 


ObjeQions which were or might have been made 
are therein ſtated and anſwered, or anticipated and 
prevented; and the intended Brevity would not 
permit at this time to print the whole Proceſs, 
which being extant upon Record, any who are

It is true, there are ſome few of the Circum- 
ſtances, that are proved only by one Witneſs; but 
as to: this you may conſider, Firſt, That a Wit-: 
neſs Deponing concerning Matter of Fact, is in 
Law credited more than any other ſingle Witneſs; 
and this is the preſent Caſe as to ſome of the: 
Circumſtances. Secondly the Antecedent, Con- 
comitant and Subſequent Circumſtances of. Fact 


do ſuſtain the Teſtimony, and make the ſingle. 


Evidence more full. But thirdly, The other: 
Circumſtances, undoubtedly proved by concurring. 
Witneſſes, are of themſelves ſufficient; and there- 
fore you ſaw us at the Defire of the Judges, for- 
bear to call the far greateſt Part of. our vi

neſſes; becauſe the Time had already run to fo 
great a Lengrh, and it was thought that Preſunip. 
tions enough were already proved; for it may as 
reaſonably be imagined, that the moſt reaton- 
able and curious Scheme had emerged from the 
forruitous Concourſe of Atoms, roving without 
Rule, as that ſo many Indications ſhould con- 
centre againſt each of theſe Priſuners, and yet 
they remain Innocent of Witchcraft. 14 
Now upon the whole you will take Notice, 
that Pre ſumptions being vehement, make a more 
certain Probation than Witneſſes; becauſe Pre- 
ſumptions are Natural Emanations of the Thing 
it ſelf, which cannot be bribed ; whereas Wit⸗ 
neſſes are obnoxious. So in our Law there was 
One condemned for Theft, another for Falſhood, 
and a Third for Murthering of a Child, merely 
upon Preſumptions, as Mr. Mackenzie relates in his 
Criminal Treatiſe 3. much more may Preſump- 
tions add to the Credit of, and take off the Nota, 
from, poſitive Witneſſes; for it is a groſs Miſtake, 
that ſeveral Proofs, which have each of them ſome 
Import, may not be joined to make a full Evi- 
dence, the ſame way as two ſmall Candles in a 
dark Room will not ſuffice ; yet ſeveral others 
being added to them, will make a ſufficient Light 
to diſcover the Murtherer ; Two Boys will be able 
to carry a Weight which one of them would not 
be able to ſuſtain, as two Units make a full 
Number. One Witneſs of whatſoever Dignity 
proves nothing ; yet out of the Mouth of Two 
or Three Witneſſes, every Truth ſhall be eſtab. 
liſhed ; and finally though one Coal make not a 
Fire able to do the Work, yet ſeveral Coals ad- 


ded to it encreaſe the Flame, which is hoped 


will be ſufficient for the Operation. 
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We ſhall therefore leave you with this Cog. 
'clufion, that as you ought to be cautious in Con- 
demning the Innocent, and: eugbt'to incline to 
the ſafeft Side; ſo if theſe Priſoners be proved le- 
Sally Guilty, then as to what is paſt, your Eye 
-ought not to ſpare them, nor ought you ro-ſuffer 
-a Witch to live; and as to the future, in doing 
otherwiſe you would be acceſſory to all the Bla. 
phemies, Apoſtacies, Murthers, Tortures and Se- 
ductions, c. whereof theſe Enemies of Heaven 
and Earth ſha} hereafter be Guilty, when they 
are ſet at Liberty. So that the Queſtion: ſeems 
ſimply to come to this, whether upon your Oath 
you can Swear, That the Priſoners, notwith- 
Janding all that is proved againſt them, are not 
Guilty of Witchcraft? In the Determination

In order to the more fatisfatory- anſwering ef 
the Objections made againſt the laſt Witneſles, 
we ſhall firſt lay before you the State of the 
2 and then clear up the Determination 
of it. 

As to the Firſt, The Queſtion is not whether 
Partners in the Crime, or others mentioned in 
the Objections can be a concluding Proof in 
themſelves, though two of them ſhould concur 
as to the ſame Act of Witchcraft: But whe- 


ther 
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ther the Bodies of the Perfons Deceaſed appearing 
already to imply Witchcraft, and the extrinſick 
Preſumptions being ſo Strong and Pregnant, to 
infer that theſe Priſoners are the Witches? There 
Eoncurring ſuch Characters, as by the Obſervation 
of all Ages and Nations are the Symptoms of a 
Witch, particularly the Marks, Fame, not Shed. 
ding of Tears, &c. which are Providential Dif. 
coveries of ſo dark a Crime, that like Avenues 
lead us to the Secret of it. And finally, when Six 
Perſons of different Ages and Stations, Five Con- 
feſſants, and the Girl, do, when ſeparately ex. 
amined, agree in their Anſwers to every Ma- 
rerial Queſtion that is put to them though it be 
even new; ſo that it could not be concerted; we 
ſay, in ſuch a Caſe whether or not Witneſſes 
may be received to compleat the Evidence by a 
Poſitive Probation, of a Matter of Fact which is 
the Object of Senſe, though otherwiſe they be 
liable to Exception; if ſuch Extraordinarineſs of 
the Perſons who ſuffered, Clearneſs of the Cir- 
cumſtances, and of the Diagnoſticksof the Witches 4 
did not precede them, as you have ſeen it proved of 
that they do. i.

The Caſe is not, whether theſe Witneſſes ou 
would be good in an ordinary Crime, which the 
commonly happens to be expoſed to other Wit- : 
neſſes, than thoſe concerned in it; but whether M. 
they can be received in this Extraordinary occult WW and 
Caſe, and excepted. Crime of Witchcraft; in 
which there are two ſpecial Caſes to be conſidered, 
Vz. ſometimes the Acts thereof are open, and ad- 
mit the Choice of Witneſſes, ſuch as Charms uſed 
in the Day time, when the Actor is viſible. But 
that Part of Witches whereby Witches meet in 
the Night time, adore their Lord, contrive their 
Miſchievous Deſigns, and accordingly afterwards 
put them in Execution, when other Witneſſes are

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from Sight, we ſay, this can be no otherwiſe 
proved than by theſe that are privy to it, joined 
to the poſitive Proofs and Preſumptions before- 
mm fs 8 „ 
We do not alledge that Perſons altogether de- 
ſtitute of Knowledge, and Natural Conſcience are 
to be admitted in any Caſe; ſuch as Infants, Mad, 
Fooliſh Perſons, G. neither do we contend that 
Thomas Lindſay, Chriſtian Shaw, who are under Age 
ſhould be pur to their Oath ; bur they are only to 
be examined ſeparately before the Court, upon 
Queries, by which it may-appear, whether or nor 
they agree with the Four other Confeſſants that 
are to Depon before them; and this is the Pri- 
ſoner's Advantage in Caſe of Diſagreement: But 
we inſiſt that any Perſon above Nonage, giving 
Evidence of conſiderable Knowledge and Natural 
Conſcience (which is a ſufficient Fund for all the 
Credit we want in this Caſe, which is already 
almoſt fully proved) is to be received as a Wit - 
neſs.

in I poral Shape (which he had when he tempted our 
d, WW Saviour to do it;) The uſual Murthering of 
Children, by a Cord and Napkin, and the Tor- 
ed WW menting of others by Pins, &c. are plain Objects 
of Senſe ;, and therefore the Senſes are to be be- 
lieved concerning them; for as Reaſon hath 
Things Intelligible, and Faith Things Su. 
pernatural z fo the Senſes have Things Cor. 
poreal to their Object, in relpes of which they 
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are to be truſted, until it be proved, that the Ap- 
pearance is impoſſible, or that the Witneſs of it is 
an Impoſtor. It is Part of the Witches Purchaſe 
fiom the Devil, that they cannot be ſeen on 
fome Occaſions; ſo that the Abominations com- 
mitted then would remain unpuniſhed, if fack 
Witneſſes were not admitted. It cannot be thought 
that Witches (who of all Criminals are moſt back- 
wards to Confeſs) would venture the Loſs of their 
-- own Lives, by deponing againſt others, againſt 
whom they have no ſpecial Pique, yea for 
whom they have particular Affection, as ſeveral 
of the Priſoners are fome of the Witneſſes Re- 
lations. Nor hath the Devil any peculiar In- 
tereſt to inſtigate them thereunto ; for ſeveral of 
the Prifoners have confeſſed other execrable 
Crimes, whereby it cannot be ſuppoſed, that Satan 
would be divided againſt himſelf. God in his or- 
dinary Providence hath taken ſuch Care of pub- 
lick Judgments, that the Enemy of Juſtice's ſpe- 
cial Power ceaſes as to that; as appears by the 
Witches either being not able either ro do more 
Harm, or to eſcape, after God's Miniſters begin 
to act contrary to Satan's Inſtruments by Impri. 
ſonment : And finally the Oddneſs of the Crimes, |

mined any Doubt that might have remained in

But further, our Lawyers and Judges have fol. 
lowed his Majeſty; for in all the Proceſſes in the 
Journals, Fame, and Accuſation, and the Mark, 
are ſtill ſuſtained as moſt Pregnant Preſumptions; 
upon which, and à very ſmall Foundation be- 
ſides, Witches have been frequently condemned. 
So in the Proceſſes againſt the Bewitchers of 
Sir George Maxwell of Pollock, and Hamilton of Barns, 
Anno. 1677. One that was a Companion in the 
Crime, though under Age, is ſuſtained to be a 
Witneſs. And Witneſſes are addiiced before the 
Jury for proving, that the Mark was found up- 
on ſome of the Witches. Women and Minors 
have been received by Multitudes of Deciſions 
cited by Mc. Kenzie, Tit. Prob. By Witneſſes and 
Tit. Witchcraft. And he alſo cites Deciſions, 
where, in parallel Caſgs, Companions in Crimes, 
'and others inhabile were admirred, particularly in 
Treaſon and in Falſhood; and all Lawyers con- 
clude, that Witchcraft is as much an excepted 
Crime as theſe. | | YT (a 
As to the Fourth, Whatever Inhability theſe 
Witneſſes might be under, it is fully made up, 
and they rendered unexceptionably habi/e, by 
the Train of this whole Buſineſs. /- It is true one 
Man, through the Concurrence of Corroſive 
Humours, may have an inſenſible Mark; another 
be enviouſly defamed; a Third may through ſud- 
dain Grief or Melancholy, not be able to 
Weep, &c. A fourth may be loaded with Sul- 


pitious Circumſtances, when ieee 
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fell out in the Country; and a Fifch may te, © 


Deponed againſt by two Falſe Witneſſes; tho' 
none of theſe ſeparately may be truly Witchen 
But by the known Obſervation and Experience 
of Mankind, none except Witches have had: the 
unhappy Medley and Concourſe of all or moſt 
of theſe, and commonly and for the moſt part 
Witches have them: So that ſince the Rules of 
Juſtice are eſtabliſhed upon thar, which for the , 
molt part happens, that prevails till an Excep- 
tion be apparent in a ſpecial. Caſe; the Con- 


junction of theſe, does as plamly give his Cha- 


rater, as the moſt certain Symptoms of the plaineſt 
Diſeaſe, being univerſally Concerted in all Parts 
of the World, point out to us that the Perſon 
Affected is truly afflicted with that Diſeaſe, 
whereof he hath the Diagnoſtick Symptoms con- 
curring. In a word, one or other of theſe may 
occur in the Innocent; but no Writers do atteſt, 
that all of them have concentered in any other 
Perſon but a Witch. And on the other hand, 
their taking Place in a Witch, through all Parts 
of the World muſt proceed from a Common, 


and not from a ere Humour or Cauſe. 


The Specifick Aptitude of ſome of the Niceſt 
Indications, which appeared from the Probation 
already led, to diſcover a Witch, do ſerve to clear 
the Ground of the World's Obſervation concern- 
ing them. Particularly the Devil, as aping God, 
imprints a Sacrament of his Covenant. Beſides. 
that, commonly this Mark being given at the firſt 
Meeting, does by its intolerable Pain, force the 
Witch to a Second Meeting or Rendezvous for 
1 at which the poor Wretch being under 
this furious Neceſſity, fixes the Bargain by re- 
ne wing it with Deliberation, having been diverted 
in the mean time from conſidering. the Hor 
ridneſs of the firſt Engagement by the Pain. The 
Inability to ſhed Tears, may be a Characteriſtick 
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of hardening, though not always in the Caſe of 
Chriſtians, yet in theſe that have ceaſed to be 
ſuch, leſt the Devil giving them ſuch Words of 
Scripture and Prayer as many have, it ſhould be 
impoſitble to diſcover their Hypocriſie ; and that 
is not Satan's. own Intereſt, ſince by this Diſco- 
very Occaſion is given to buffoon the Profeſſion: 
of Holineſs. A Report often ariſes 'without 


Ground, but a conſtant Reporr that keeps footing, 


implies for the moſt part a ſurer Cauſe; eſpecially 
when it is of Perſons below Envy, and by Perſons. 
above Calumny. The Girl's falling in Fits at the 
Appearance of the Priſoners might appear from 
Antipathy, ariſing from the Paiſonous Steams 
of the Witch accuſtomed to produce that Effect, 
through a vertue affixed thereunto by the Devil, 
by Conjunction of Natural Cauſes, (the ſame 
way as the inviſible Peſtilence operates) or his 
Promiſe of caſting the Girl in Fits at the Witches 
Preſence, might have been general; whereby the 
Witch was in Event buffooned and diſcovered;as it 
often falls out; but Satan envies even their Tem- 
poral Felicity, and fears leſt by continuing here, they 
ſhould be plucked out of his Hands by Converfion 
when they come to perceive the Deluſion of his 
Promiſes to make them Rich, &c. y 
There was one Thing further which was tried 
before their Lordſhip's, vi. none of the Priſoners 
who were tried (though moſt Sagacious and Know- 
ing, and perfect in Memory, ſo that it could not 
proceed from Ignorance or Forgetfulneſs) could 
make out the Attempt of ſaying the Lord's Prayer, 
which may either be a Secret Judgment for re- 
nouncing their Lord, from whom it is e 
denominated, or by Reſtraint of their new Lord, 
who may think that too ſpecial Homage to his

But we have been too tedious in that which 
may ſeem not ſo neceſſary; for this being an in- 
controvertible Law and Cuſtom, there is no need 
of Philoſophy to ſupport it; ſince Legiſlators 
reaſon, but.

It is anſwered, That the Place it ſelf confutes

Thar this Evidence is not ſufficient to warrant 


Condemnation ; I know the contrary is commonly 


maintained and practiſed, & c. So that it is evi- 


dent, Firſt, That the common Opinion and Cuſ- 
tom is contrary; even when there is no other 
Proof, but by the Partners of the Crime. Yet, 
Secondly, We are not ſo ſtrairned, but preſume 
in his very Words, that by this Evidence alone,

the Punctualneſs of the poſitiveProof being 
together, there is not a Clearer Proof upon Re. 
cord in any Nation, than that to which, it is 
hoped, thefe will amount. N 
Whereas this Allegation is enforced, by pre- 
tending it were of dangerous Conſequence to 
allow fuch Witneſſes to prove Meeting with the 
Devil, ſince Satan might have repreſented others 

by their falſe Shapes. e 

It is Anſwered, | S 
Firſt, That we are not ſtraitened in this, be- 

cauſe there are many Articles proved, which 
could not have been falſified. But if we give 
ſome ſcope to Reaſoning, even in this Point it is 
to be conſidered, that the Rules of Judgment are 
eſtabliſhed upon that, which for the moſt part 
ſtill prevails; and Rules are to be followed, till 
an Exception be proved in a particular circumſtan- 
tiate Caſe. But ſo it is by the Experience and 
Obſervation of the Wiſeſt Divines, Lawyers, Phi- 
Joſophers, Phyſicians, States-Men, Judges and 
Hiſtorians, at Home and Abroad (that are too 
Wiſe to be impoſed upon, and too Ingenuous to 
deceive us, when they all concur in the- ſame 
Matter of Fact) beſides the Teſtimony of Wit- 
ches themſelves every where, makes the Appa- 
ritions of Witches to be commonly and moſt 
real. So Delrio tells us, Lib. 5. Sect. 16. It ſel- 
dom happens that they are deceived : And there- 
fore the Teſtimony of the Senſes is always to 
be credited concerning them, till ir be diſproved, 
For ſingle or few Inftances of falſe Repreſenta- 
tions to the Senſes eſteeming them to be true, or 
a Poſſibility of Appearance being falſe, can no 
ways invalidate the Rule eftabliſhed upon Ex-

For illuſtrating of which it is further to be:

Hurricanes, which he can raiſe, as is plain in the 
Inſtance of Fob (who was put in his Power) 
forming a Fence upon their Face, by which. the 
Violence of the Air may be diverted from choa- 
king them, than to form the Curious Miniature of 
various Tranſactions on their Brain: The: Difh=- 
culty whereof is the greater, that all their Ex- 
taſies are not diſpoſed at all times the fame way; 
and they have not the Seeds of this Work, unleſs. 
they had once acted it in Reality: It is both the 
greater (;rime and Pleaſure to act in Reality, 
which therefore the Devil and Witches do rather. 
chuſe (unleſs the Place be far diſtant, . or the 
Perſon indiſpoſed) and. this in Fact is atteſted. 
to be ſo, by the Writers and Witches in all Na- 
tions and Ages. i 
Secondly, Notwithſtanding the Rule muſt hold, 
till an Exception to make it void be evinced, as 
to a particular Perſon,” by making it evident; that 
the real Appearance- was in that ſpecial Caſe, a: 
true Miſtake ; yet this Exception is for the Safety 
of the miſrepreſented; ſince the ſame Providence 
which hath permitted the Affliction, will order 
the Out- gate and- Way to make it void; either 
by the Aerial Bodies not abiding the Touch; or- 
ſome other Diſtinction; as Providence commonly 
allows the Devil to perſonate only with Cloven-- 
Feet; or that the Apparition was only to one ſingle: 
Perſon, who cannot be a Proof, or that the Inno- 
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i cent can prove this otherwiſe; or finslly the - 
nown Character of a Samuel will purge and dife

pel the Aſperſions of Satan, contrived on pur- 
poſe to diſcredit the Exidence of Senſe, by which 
alone his Inſtruments can be diſcovered. Eſpe- 
cially this GharaQer being joined to the other 
Circumſtances of the Providence 4 ſuch as when 


Men are diſguiſed, they are. moſt paſſive in the 
Scene and Preſumptions. Whereas Witches are 
rſonally active in their common Life by ſuch 
ords and Deeds, as (in Con junction with theſe 
Appearances) conſpire to make us know and 
diſtin gviſh them from the truly Good; ſince 
theſe Witches ape Prophaneneſs, Naughtineſs, 
and undiſcerned Hypocriſy, being made evident 
by Fame, ſealed and confirmed by the Mark, and - 
the other Diſcoveries of the Preſumptions, which 
lye .proved before you, ſtill make a Land-Mark 
berwixt the Children of Darkneſs and Light. So 
Delrio Lib. 5. Sect. 16, N. 5. tells us of St. Atha» 
naſtus and St. Germanus againſt whom Proof was 
brought of Sorcery; but Providence diſproved ir. 
It is a famous Inſtance of Saſanna reprefented by 
the Elders, which though not in the Cafe of 
Spectre, yet agrees in point of Reaſon, The 
Repreſentation by Pharoah's Magicians had Con- 
comitants by which they. were diſcovered and 
confounded. Bur laſtly, Suppoſe that God in the 
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Depth of his Wiſdom (to convince the Error of 
too much ſelf Confidence) ſhould permit all ne- 
ceſſary Probation to concur againſt an Innocent 
Perſon; yet the Judge following the Faith of 
Proofs, eftablifhed by Divine and humane Laws, 
is altogether Innocent. And ſince this Caſe is very 
rare, the Evil is leſs than the eſtabliſking of a 
Principle, by which moſt of all theſe Monſters 
could not be cut off. i e 
Upon the whole tis certain, that though often 
times falſe Witneſles ſer on by the Devil, en

of any other Crime whatever. Wherefore the Rules. 

of them both muſt be common, as to bgljeving.

Finally, the Certainty is no ways-diminiſhed by 
the Extraordinarineſs of the er to the 
Senſes; for in Law and Nature, Reality and not 
Simulation is preſumed, till the contrary be made 
appear, by proving the Thing not poſſible in Na- 
ture, or though it be poſſible that it is actually 
falſe. This is Anſwer ig to thoſe who place 
a great deal of their ſmall Wit in a Nonſenſical 
arguing againſt all Divine Authority. But Writers 
further illuſtrate, that the Extraordinarineſs of 
a Matter of Fact, does not exclude its. Reality 
from being the Subject of the Teſtimony of 
Witneſſes, in our Saviour's Fransfigurations, 
Miracles, walking on the Waters, ſtanding in> 
the Midſt of the Diſciples whilſt the Doors 
were ſnut, and arguing Aſſurance by their Senſes, 
that a Spirit had. not Fleſh and Bones, though 
indeed, 
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Indeed; the durer Word ef Prophecy put theſe

Nor could it be amet for the Priſoners 
(chough they had the laſt Word, as perhaps they 
have not, in Objection againſt Witneſſes, ſince 
therein they were Actors, by attacking the pre- 
ſumed Hability, of the Legality of the Witneſſes) 
| that it is not conceivable how the Girl or Wit- 
neſſes could fee what the Standers by could not 
* behold; Befides the Impoſſibility of the Real 
Bodies entring at cloſe Doors and Windows, or 
not intercepting the Sight of what is at its back. 
For to this it would be anſwered, 
 Firft, Proved Facts muſt not be denied, though 
Philoſophers are not yet certainly acquainted 
with the Inviſible Manner of their Exiſtence. 
So in Nature, the Load-ſtone draws the Iron, the 
Compaſs turns always to the North-Pole, c. 
in Scripture the Angels (and the Devil was once 
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7 ſuch, retaining as yet his Natural Powers) ſmote

5 and Limning; beſides that, as a Spirit he excels 


in Strength and Agility, whereby he may eaſil 
Bewitch the Eyes of others, to whom he intends 


that his Inſtruments ſhould not be ſeen in this man- 
| h ner 
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ner as was formerly hinted, viz. he conſtricts the 
Por es of the Witche's Vehicle; which intercepts 
a Part of the Rays reflecting from her Body ; he 


condenſes the inter-jacent Air with groſſer 


eteors 


blown into it, or otherwiſe violentliy moves it, 
which drowns another part of the Rays. And 
laſtly, He obſtructs the Optick Nerves, with Hu- 
-- mours ſtirred towards them. All which joined 
together may eaſily intercept the whole Rays re- 
flecting from theſe Bodies, ſo as to make no Im- 
preſſion upon the Common Senſe. And yet at 
the ſame time by a Refraction of the Rays, gli- 
ding along the fitted ſides of the Volatile Couch, 
in which Satan tranſports them, and thereby 
meeting and coming to'the Eye, as if there were 
nothing interjacent, the Wall or Chair behind' 
the ſame Bodies, may be ſeen; as a piece of 
Money lying out of Sight in a Cup, becomes vi- 


ſible as ſoon as the Medium is altered by 


pour- 


ing ſome Water on it. Several of the Perſons 
preſent knew, that the Girl declared, that ſhe ſaw 
and heard the Doors and Windows open when the 
Witches entered, when no Doubt Satan had precon- 
denſed a ſoft Stoppage on the Eyes and Ears of 


others, to whom that was unperceived. 


So Apolinus eſcaped Domitian's Sight, and Giger 
became inviſible by his Magical Ring. Joh of 
Salitbury tells us of a Witch, that could make any 
Thing Invifible, - and Mejerus tells us of another 
that had the like Power. Some ation Witches 
of greater than ordinary Wit confeſſed to Gril- 
landus, the Devil's opening Doors and Windows 


for them, though the more Tgnorant by a Faſci- 


nation, think themſelves Actors of it. Whence 
it ought not to be doubted, by any Resſonable 
Man, what in all Times and Places is ſuch un- 


deniable Fat. | 


Finally, The Priſoners could not inſiſt, 


thoſe Confeſſants are to Depone only on 


that 


their 
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Imaginations, which can prove no more againſt 
themſelves or others than a Dream. 
For ſtill it is to be minded, that there are 
other Proofs, to which this is only acceſſary, 
as a Conſonant Circumſtanee. But further, 
for Argument ſake it is anſwered ; That all 
the Allegation is a Miſtake, ſeeing they declare 
Plain Matters of Fact, obvious not only to one, 
but ſeveral of their Senſes. Some of them went 
the greateſt Part of the way to theſe Meetings 
on Foot; they there ſaw and touched their Con- 
federates; they heard their Combinations to de- 
ſtroy the Infants, the Girl, and the Miniſters. 
They returned on Foot again, and even when 
they were carried there, or back again, they knew 
on the next Day, that it was no Dream, by the 
fame way that all other - Mortals diſcover the 
Difference ; but moreover this was confirmed by 
ſome reall Effects of a Perſonal Preſence, as 
vou have ſeen in the Probation; and it is yet 
further cleared by the Journal of Bargarran 's 
Daughter's Suffering's, which was atteſted be- 
fore the former Commiſſioners; and is known in 
the Country ; particularly the Glaſs of Sack and 
Orange-Pill; the Pieces of the clouted Sleeves ; the 
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Words expreſſed ſuddenly ; the Murther of the 
Child by the Woman that looked after it; which 
are conſtantly told by ſome of the Confeſlants, as 
alſo the Houſes being ſtrew'd with Meal that Night. 
The Girl's falling in Fits, though hood winked, 
at their Approach, &'c, And others which ſhall be 
Pointed at to the Jury, conjoined together, can 
be afcribed to no other Cauſe but the real Ex- 

iſtence of the Witches Perfons in the Place; un- 
leſs it be ſaid, that Satan might poſſibly: have 
foifted and ſuborned all thoſe, and thence it be 
concluded that the Devil did actually ſo; in caſe 
the Objectors are the Perſons that found their 
Opinion oa Imagination, without any San

Firft, In the Rules of Charity, &“. the Con- 
feſſants, tho' once Witches, have now, ar leaſt 
the Majority of them ceaſed to be ſuch, havin 
had the UTe of Means, by the Miniſters an 
Word, and effectually declared, their Repentance 
and the Devil's ceaſing to moleſt them; par- 
ticularly Elizabeth Anderſon was only carried along 
violently, by ber Father, and ſtood our, to the 
laſt, the renouncing her Baptiſm, or conſenting ro 
thoſe Crimes, which were contrived in their 
Meetings. Jemet and Margaret Rogers do teſtify a 
great Remorſe, and avowed the ſame, laſt Sabbath, 
in the Face of the Congregation. So thoſe Three 
are ſufficient, whatever might be ſaid againſt the 
other Two; eſpecially if we join the Improba- 
bility, either of hazarding their qwa Lives, or 
the Devil's ſending them out againſt theſe Pri- 
ſoners, or their GET) 0g heir own Relations, 
as was remarked before. But, : . 
Secondly, Whether they remain V Vitches or not, 
it is certainly Reaſon and Experience, ch t the 
Devil's pecullar Influence ceaſes, when they are 
brought to Judgment by the common Courſe of 
Providence; and therefore the Authors before 
cited, admit VVitches whether Penitent or 
e e. 8 e 
Thiraly, All the ſuppoſed Defe&s of their 
Evidence is ſupplied, and the Entireneſs thereof 
compleated by their Teſtimonies, being ſo von- 
derfully 5 45 2nfrined ; particularly the Confeſſants 
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160 Pe HISTORY 
are conſtant from the firſt Diſcovery; uniform 
in ſuch various Circumſtances, not only with 
themſelves, but with the Girl. They declare no- 
thing but what is probable, 'moſt of the Priſoners 
having been repured VVitches; all of them ha. 
ving the Mark; and one or other of them (to 
whom their Aſſociates who delighted in Miſchief, 
never failed to join) having had particular Pro. 
vocations to take Revenge by the Torture and 
Deaths mentioned; beſides the other Preſump- 
tions of Guilr, already proved before you. The 
Confeſſants were threatned to retract by the Pri. 
foners themſelves and their Friends, beſides the 
bad ufage from others in the Country. 5 * 
They concur with the bewitched Girl's Te- 
ſtimony, and amongſt themſelves, even when 
examined ſingly, and upon new Things, as ſe- 
veral have tried the Experiment. On this Head 
Delrio Lib. 5. Sect. 16. N. 5. wiſely obſerves, 
Though it would be eaſy for a Dzmon to de- 
ceive more than one, yet it 15 not to be thought 
that God will equally permit it, Jeſt Judges 
ſhould be wholly at a loſs in uſing their Reaſon 
in the Tryal of others, which would be contrary 
to the Methods of Divine Providence. The 
Reiteration of the A&s which they declare, as to 
fome Perſons that they never ſaw, except in theſe 
7 and. yet whom they knew now on 
the firſt Sight, is unaccountable, if they were 
Cheats. And that they are not ſuch is further 
confirmed, by fome of the Priſoners being ac- 
cuſed By a confeſſing VVirch in the Year' 1687. 
And you know, that others accuſed. by theſe 
Confeſſants, were lately brought in Guilty by the 
Verdict of a former Inqueſt, c. which are ſo 
many joint Proofs of the VVitneſſes Integrity, 
and make a Chain of Evidence and moral De- 
monſt ration, both againſt Error in themſelves, 
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There are ſome Things alſo objected from the 
Law of Scotland, which we ſhall give ſome brief 
Hints f., * **

o this it was anſwered, That we need not 
ſay, that theſe Statutes have the Force of Law, 
except ſo far as they are received by Cuſtom, and 
are conformable to Law. A Lay- Man cannot wit- 
neſs againſt a Clerk, and on the contrary, &c. nor 
need we make uſe of that which is obvious, 
wiz. That theſe Statutes are only common. Rules 
in ordinary Crimes; which have their Exception 
in Occult and excepted Crimes, ſuch as Witch- 


craft, &. Not every Rule is to be overthrown, 


and particularly this Rule is ſo reſtrained in the 
Caſe of Wirchcraft, by the Opinions of Lawyers 
and the Cuſtoms afore- mentioned, which are the 
beſt Interpreters of Laws ; for if this Application 
ſhould hold, a Companion in a Crime could never 
be admitted: But we- poſitively deny that thoſe 


Confeſſants are under ourPoweror Influence; ſeeing 


Elizabeth Anderſon is not Guilty of Witchcraft, for 


any Thing that does appear; The Zindſexs were 


never Indicted for it, and the Inditment againſt 
Jennet and Margaret Rogers was dropped; as the 
whole Commiſſion is to expire againſt rhe firſt 
of June, betwixt and which Time, they are to 
proceed no farther than this particular Tryal; ſo 


that this Objection vaniſhes. 


VVhereas it is pretended that the Rogers's-Can= 
not be received, becauſe not given out in the

befides theſe that are common and before an-

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have not Soul enough of themſelves to penetrate 
into the Depth of that which is abſtruſe, may 
raiſe againſt it: Their common Talent being 
either to paſs over Things ſupeficially, or elſe to 
attack ſome of the ſlighteſt Outworks, and then 
to triumph as if they had obtained the Victory. 
I confeſs none could be more Sceptical as to the 
Truth of ſome odd Things I had heard, and more 
inquiſitive into the Reality, than I was before 
my Attendance at Bargarran's Houſe, and the ſe- 
veral Dyets at Court; and my Converſation with 
ſome of thoſe concerned in the Matter. But 
now, after all that I have ſeen, reaſoned and heard, 
] acknowledge my felt intirely captivated by the 
Dictates of Natural Underſtanding and Common 
Senſe, into a firm Belief. and Perſwaſjion, that as 
there is ſuch a Thing as VVitcherafs, ſo it was 
evident in it's forementiened Effects, and that 
the Seven Priſoners were ſome of the VVitches. 
I T have troubled you little with my on Ob- 
ſervations, yet leſt you ſhould think me too 
Lazy, I ſhall make one; and that is, that I do 
not think the greater Part of the condemned 
Priſoners will ever fully Confeſs ;, for Which 
Con jecture I have two Graunds, vis. that they 
are neither Ignarant nor Melancholy, but on the 
contrary, ſome of them would ſeem to have 
been once enlightned, before they fell away, ſa 
that if this be a Sin unto Death, there is no Ap» 
pearance that they will glarifie God by a Cen- 
teflon; um hh th is IE A | 
Several of them are Perſons of ſingular Know- 
ledge and Acuteneſs, beyond the common Level 
of their Station; particularly Margaret Laing 
made Harangues in her Defence, which neither 
Divine or Lawyer could well outdo. Yer I 
thought, that when v#hey ſpoke in a Matter of any 
Concern, their Eyes ſtood aſquint and fixed, as 
if they had been turning their Ears and attend= 
ing 
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ing to ſome inviſible Dictates. Their Anſwers 
to the Trying Queſtions put to them, were ſur- 
prizingly ſubtle and Cautious, though indeed by 
the Induſtry of ſome of the Judges and Lawyers, 
they were ſometimes catched in Lyes, Prevarica- 
tions and Contradictions, which might have pro- 
ceeded from either Natural or Preternatural 
Cauſes. Some of them were - eſteemed in the 
Country, to be very ſagacious and exact in their 
Buſineſs; Margaret Laing having been a Noted 
Midwife; and one of the Linaſeys having ac- 
quired à conſiderable Fortune by his Tillage 
and Trade. Yet it was obſerved, that there did 
commonly break out in their Hypocritical way 
of Living, ſomething odd, either of Iniquity or 
Affe ctation; arid Lindſey did cunningly enough 
get off from the Sheriff, when he was formerly 
accuſed in the Year 168 ù · m. 7 

Melancholy Perſons are lovers of Solitude, 
Witches of Society and Feaſts. Thoſe are com- 
monly Pale and Heavy; many of theſe Corpu- 
lent and Voluptuous. Witches, are hard to Con- 
feſs, as knowing their Guilt: The Melancholy 
delight to diſcover their horrideſt Damps, be- 
cauſe they think them no Crime. The Con- 
feſſions of the one are every where Uniform; 
The others Phantaſms are as various as their Hu- 
mours. Finally, Witches teach their Trade, 
whereas Conceits would Dye with the Melan- 
. choly, and can no more be 1 by 
them to others, than the Humour which 1s the 
chief Cauſe thereof. As theſe diſtinguiſhing 
Characters do hold in General, ſo in this par- 
ticular Caſe there are ſeveral others; ſo as moſt 
of the Priſoners were of a middle Age. One not 
much above Twenty, and the firſt Confeſſants are 
known to be Young ; ſo tht Dotage or Melan- 
choly are the leſs to be ſuſpeted; yea, was 
morally impoſſible in many of their Caſes. 7

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the Facts which the Confeſſants had formerly 


declared before the Commiſſioners for Enquiry, 


were ſworn to by other unqueſtionable Wit. 
neſſes before the Commiſſioners for the Tryal; 
and their Circumſtances were ſuch, that one of 
them could not know, what the other had De- 

oned. As it is already manifeſt,” that the real 

ffects in ſeveral Paſſages of Bargarran's Daugh- 
ter were not poſſibly producible by any Imagi- 
nation of Humour, and it is ſpecial in this Caſe, 
that neither the Priſoners nor Confeſſants, were 
diſtempered' by being kept from Sleep, tortured 
or the like, which were too uſual in former times; 
but all the Meaſures were ſtrictly obſerved, that 
are requiſite to a truly Impartial Judgment. 

There is no Need to inſert the Copies of the 
Depoſitions themſelves, becauſe it is not denied 
that they are ſuch as repreſented in the Plead- 
ings, the chief Queſtion being about the Legality 
of the laſt Deponents. Nor is there any Need to 
inſert the Defendants Part of the Debate'ſeparately 
by it ſelf, in reſpect that it is faithfully repeated 
or implied in what is here contained.

there was Money enough he could effe& the 
Cure ; whereupon this Deponent ſeeing his Son's 
Body much weakened with the ſaid Crabtree's 
Phyſick, and his Fits more violent, applied him- 
ſelf to Mr. Jolly a Neigbouring Miniſter, and

this Deponent ſays, he hath ſeen his Son Vomit 
up Stones, ſeveral times and other Things. Once

be Dumb and Deaf whilſt we Prayed ; immeti- 
ately upon his Delivery of the Note to me, he 
became both Dumb and Deaf all the while that 
the Exerciſe continued. Note, That he ſome- 
times out of his Fit diſcovered what he heard, 
and ſaw in his Fit, being done at a great Diſtance, 
at the ſame time: As the Prophet would by 
Means of a Good Angel tell what was done at 
a great Diſtance. But commonly he, out of 
his Fit did not know what e his 
Fit.

Inſtant called to Surrey. The Occaſion was; The 
Devil, in one of the Voung Man's Fits, had ſigni- 
fied ſomething of a Contract which the Vouth 
had made with him, for a certain Time, by Sub- 
ſcribing to a Parchment. A Jade (as he ſtiled 
her) taking one of his Hands out of the Bed, 
and putting One or Two of his Fingers to the 
Writing. We were alſo informed, that the 


Vouth had written to Sir E. A. their Landlord, 


to ſignifie to him that he got no Good by our 
Prayers, and ſo he ſeemed to grow weary of our 
Pains. It concerned us to hear theſe two Things; 
but he was then in a Fit, and continued ſo as 
long as we ſtaid, ſo that we could not examin 
him as to the former. As for the latter, he dealt 
very unworthily with us, conſidering the Care 
and Charge we had been at for his Relief every 
way. Had he not manifeſted himſelf free, and 
for ward for our Proceedings thus far, we had. 
deſiſted before this. We had upon this deſiſted, 
had not the Vouth confeſſed his Fault, and his 
Fat her deſired us to goon. ie 
On the +26th. Inſtant, we; again, met at the 
Surrey, upon the ſame Account; and the Reve- 
rend Mr. O. Harwood. came in allo on that Day 


to our Help. The Lord ſent us that ſuitable 


Word by him, 1 John 3. 8. I thought it requiſite 
to ſay ſomething alſo, as to our Call to the 
Work, and Conduct therein, as to the Caſe and 
preſent Circumſtances alſo. The Truth is, we. 
were then in great Doubt and Diſtreſs; for as

V pon the Deſire of Voung Dugdale, the Junior 
Miniſter of the Company ſtaid with him that Night. 
The Devil (it ſeemed) in the Demonaick d id fill 
further declare, that there was ſuch a Contract; 
and the firſt time he got Hold of him, was upon 
a vain Wiſh he had in the Abby-Hall, That he 


might excel all others in Dancing. That the 


Contract was for Eighteen Months. Out of 


His Fits he would Confeſs what a Fancy he had 


for Dancing; and that he could not refrain from 


Dancing, after the ſaid Fames-Tide was a 


Twelve Months, when he danced moſt Artifici- 
ally in the Fits we ſaw, though he ſaid, and 
others teſtify, he could not Dance at all before, 


nor then out of his Fits. The Youth out of his 
Fit would not Confeſs any Thing of a Contract 


with the Devil, chat he knew of. But it istoo 
able there Was a Confederacy, becauſe the 
vil was fo ready to gratiſie him; not only in 


ſuch Artificial Dancing, but to tell many Things 


which could not be known without ſuch helliſh 


Help; yea thoſe Difcoveries being frequently 


upon whiſpering with ſomething in a certain 
Corner: That it is the Devil that ſpeaks in him

Providence now ſeemed to call us off from 
attending upon this Surrey Caſe, laying before 
us: Occaſions and Opportunities of more pub- 
lick Concernment. It ſeemed alſo to take us 
off from meeting at that Place, the Land-Lord 
being ſtirred up againſt the Family there; his 
Hedges being damaged by the. Concourſe of 


People; ſo that had we perſiſted in meeting 
there, it might have been prejudical to them, 


they having much Dependance on him, as to 


their Worldly Affairs. In thoſe Circumſtances 


the Miniſters, and others generally, rather halt- 


ing in their Work alſo, as Jacob even when. 
he prevailed for the Blefſing. The Lord was 
Pleaſed to give ſome viſible Encouragement, as 


to the good Iſſue of this Affair in . 
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for upon the '24th of March he had a moſt terrible 
Fir, and in that the Evil Spirit took his Leave of 
him.

After that Time he told me, he did not find 
that manner of Working in his Body as here- 
tofore, ſo that he hoped he was delivered.

mentioned; yet we did continually remember —_ 
his Caſe both privately and publickly. He owned _- 


the Spiritual Means, as the. Cauſe whereby he 
had this Help, and deſired our continuing of the 
Uſe thereof. He hath been altogether freed for 


theſe many Weeks (now Years) only once he. 


had ſome Threatnings again as to a Fit, being then 
in Drink ; this he was troubled for. He hath Cauſe 
to be troubled, remembring what Advantage Satan 
got againſt him by that Sin at firſt, dreading 
leſt the Unclean Spirit ſhould return, and his 
laſt eſtate be worſe than the firſt, Luke 11. and the 
Lord ſmote him with his immediate Hand, 
which J endeavoured to ſet in with. Thus far 
Minutes were kept in a. Diary, as to this Caſe. 

This ſhort Journal of the ſaid Affair might 
ſeem neceſſary to give the World an Account of 
this ſurprizing Caſe. |
